To assure the steady climb 
toward economic recovery the 
management, and later, the labor 
sector itself, explored the 
possibility of drafting a strike 
moratorium .pact to insure in- 
dustrial peace. Before his killing, 

Rolando Olalia, of the Kilusang 
Mayo Uno, was set to sign the 
pact with employers who were 
members of the National Economic 
Protectionism Authority (NEPA). 

In a bid to minimize gov- 
ernment intervention in the 
bargaining process between labor 
and management, the government 
amended its previous one-union 
one-industry rule and the 
requirement for compulsory 
arbitration to greater freedom 
between labor federations and 
centers and between labor and 
managomont to settle their own 
differences in the most efficient 
way possible. It was during the 
President's Labor Day appearance 


at the Luneta where all the 
foremost labor groups in the 
country appeared together for the 
first time. 


B Y November, the Constitu- 
tional Commission • submitted 
to the President the draft 
of the 1986 Constitution which 
revised the previous 

constitutional protection to labor. 
The 1986 Constitution mandates 
the state to promote the principle 
of shared responsibility between 
workers and employers, the 
preferential use of voluntary modes 
of settling disputes including 
conciliation and the enforcement 
of their mutual compliance 
therewith to foster industrial 
peace. 

The 1986 Constitution also 


enjoins the state to "regulate 
relations between workers and 
employers, recognizing the right of 
labor to its just share in the fruits 
of production and the right of 
enterprises to reasonable returns 
on investment, and expansion and 
growth." The workers’ right to 
strike has also been categorically 
protected by the charter. 

The challenge for both labor 
and government has been described 
as that of balancing out labor's 
requirements for survival and the 
limitations of our constricted 
economy. 

From the repeal of unjust 
labor laws to the formation of 
Labor Advisory and Consultative 
Council (LACC), each of the 
government's moves so far has 
been a progress toward full 
growth. • 


In the early years of Martial Law, 
with the clampdown on other venues of 
political dissent, the labor movement as- * 
sumed a predominant role in the opposition 
to authoritarian rule.

P RESIDENT Aquino has autho- 
rized government agencies to 
grant medical allowance to 
ttieir employees. 

The President said these 
agencies could make a one-time 
payment of 2.000 pesos each in 
medical allowance to their regular 
and casual employees under Exe- 
cutive Order No. 147.

A griculture, the corner-

By a recent executive fiat, 
President Aquino not only 
rationalized but expanded, both the 
government's and the private 
sector's availment of credit faci- 
lities for various agricultural ven- 
tures and their intermediate busi- 
nesses. 

And close on the heels of 
the Chief Executive's initiative, 
the Development Bank of the 
Philippines also launched its own 
program to fund the production of 
export and non-traditional agricul- 
tural crops as well as the 
development of small and medium 
scale industries in the country- 
side. 

The Quedan Guarantee Fund 
Board, in support of the Presi- 
dent's decisive move in the agri- 
cultural sector, likewise followed 
with the operationalization of its 
modified grains quedan financing 
program which is designed to 
benefit primarily the country's 
small farmers. 

The Presidential edict. Exe- 
cutive Order 113, established the 
Comprehensive Agricultural Loan 
fund (CALF) which consolidates 
the lending operations of several 
government agencies. The CALF 
has been placed under the con- 
trol and supervision of the De- i 
partment of Agriculture and Food, (

in turn created to assist the DAF E 
in synchronizing all credit policies f

Yulo explained the mandated 
functions of the SRA for the sale 
of sugar stocks found in the 
National Sugar Trading Corp. 
warehouse, which- include payment 
pro rata to producer claimants 
from the proceeds. 

The accounts of the producer 
claimant with financing banks in 
connection with the 1984-85 crop 
loans are now in arrears because 
of the nonrpayment of unliquid- 
ated obligation, he said. 

This had prevented the 
producers from obtaining subse- 
quent loans to enable them to 
produce sugar this crop year and 
in the near future.

PMA GRADUATION RITES 

P RESIDENT Aquino attended 
the Philippine Military Aca- 
demy graduation rites as 
scheduled on March 22. 

The President was the guest 
of honor and principal speaker at 
the joint ceremonies commema- 
rating the 90th anniversary of the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines 
[AFP), and this year's Philippine 
Military Academy (PMA) gradua- 
tion. 

In those ceremonies, the 
President handed to the 149 
graduating PMA cadets their 
commissions as second lieutenants 
for those assigned to the Philip- 
pine Army (PA), Philippine Con- 
stabulary (PC), and Philippine Air 
Force (PAF) and ensigns for those 
assigned to the Philippine Navy 
(PN). 

Of this year's graduates, 
three received magna cum laude 
honors, and nine cum laude. 

Earlier, President Aquino 
proceeded immediately by 
helicopter to the PMA parade 
grounds because of an explosion 
which killed four persons and 
injured 43 others.

A S the "People's Palace"— 
now the Museo ng Mala- 
canang reopens, a systematic 
and well programmed schedule of 
tours has been released to the 
public as a guide to planning their 
visits and tours. 

Malacanang Palace has been 
the official home to 14 Spanish 
governors-general and 13 American 
civil governors. With the grant of 
independence in 1946, it became 
the home to all the Presidents of 
the Philippines. 

The long Marcos years left 
behind a curious legacy of lavish- 
ness and opulence. After Corazon 
C. Aquino assumed the Presidency, 
it was decided that the President 
will hold office at the Guest 
House of Malacanang. 

But aside from the rooms 
that were used by the former oc- 
cupants, it has almost been 
forgotten that Malacanang is the 
repository of national art 
treasures. 

Near the main staircase, are 
portraits of the great Spanish ex- 
plorers, Hernando Cortez, the great 
conqueror of Mexico; Christopher 
Columbus, who discovered America; 
Ferdinand Magellan; and Sebastian 
del Cano, the first mate 
of Magellan who completed the 
otrcumnovigotion of tho globo oftor 
Magellan was killed. 

Near the portraits can be 
found the famous Blood Compact 
or the El Pacto de Sangre. The 


painting was done by Juan Luna in 
Paris from 1885 to 1886. The 
painting is but one of the three 
major works that Luna was com- 
missioned to paint for the City 
government of Manila in exchange 
for a scholarship in Rome. 

In the reception hall are 
found the official portraits of past 
Phrlippine presidents beginning with 
Emilio Aguinaldo, President of the 
Revolutionary Republic of 1898 , 
Manuel Luis Quezon, first president 
of the Philippine Commonwealth, 
Jose P. Laurel, president of the 

Japanese-sponsored-Philippine Re- 
public during the Second World 
War, Sergio Osmena, who 
succeeded Quezon as President of 
the Philippine Commonwealth, 
Manuel Roxas, first President of 
the Philippine Republic and all the 
succeeding chief executives of the 
Republic. 

In the State Dining Room, 
often used for cabinet meetings, is 
a mural by the National Artist 
Carlos "Botong" Francisco, "Pista 
sa Nayon," painted in 1947. The 
painting depicts a village cele- 
bration, and is said to have come 
from the old Manila Hotel's Fiesta 
Pavilion. 

Also in the State Dining 
Room is a painting done by 
Forriando Amorsolo in 1031. 
Amorsolo i,s a national artist 
known for suffusing the Philippine 
landscape with the light of the 
tropics. 


The Music Room was used by 
the Malacanang First Ladies for 
receiving visitors. On its right wall 
is a portrait by Juan Luna, entitled 
La Bulakena or "The Young Maiden 
? Bulacan." 11 w as painted around 
1894 with Dolores Sabas, the 
daughter of an art lover, Dona 
Marquita Sabas, (whose home Luna 
frequently visited) as his model. 


, ® f 8 .° T by Miguel Zaragosa is on the 
leit. it shows a musician with the 
Muse of music which was unusual 
for its time. This work of 
Zaragosa is said to be a rare one 
since most of Zaragosa 's paintings 
were destroyed when Manila was 
bombed in 1945. 


In the Palace Chapel can be 
found various examples of Phil- 
ippine religious icons. The more 
valuable ones are those with heads 
and hands of ivory. Their robes are 
embroidered with gold thread. 


Special guided tours are 
conducted daily from 9 to 11 
o'clock in the mornings and from 
one to three o'clock in the 
afternoon at P200.00 per person.

O NE of the interesting hob-

bonsai collecting. * When 
asked by junior newscasters about 
her bonsai collection, she gladly 
obliged with a warm motherly 
reply. She said she loves to collect 
bonsai-the cultured dwarfed trees 
that grow in flat vases and are 
accented with. rocks and mosses. 

Bonsai making originated in 
China in 206 B.C. but was 
developed as an art in Japan in 
1192 A.D. The culture needs 
patience and care. A bonsai-ed 
tree is deliberately dwarfed into a 
mature plant. It is knotted, 
gnarled and shaped in artistic 
fashion despite its size. Purposely 
recreated in miniature form to 
lend Oriental artistic beauty, 
bonsai culture is one of mother 
nature's gifts to man. *

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Amnesty granted to political offenders 


P RESIDENT Aquino issued Pro- 
clamation No. 8 granting 
amnesty to all persons who 
may have violated existing laws in 
acts of furthering their political 
beliefs. 

The amnesty proclamation 
takes effect February 28, 1987, 
and for six months thereafter. The 
amnesty grant covers treason, 
conspiracy, or proposal to commit 
the crime of treason, misprision 
of treason, espionage, rebellion or 
insurrection, conspiracy to commit 
rebellion or insurrection, inciting 
to rebellion or insurrection, 
sedition, conspiracy to commit 
sedition, inciting to sedition, 
illegal assemblies, illegal asso- 
ciations, direct assault, indirect 
assault, resistance and disobe- 
dience to a person in authority or 
agents of such person or persons, 
subversion, and illegal possession 
of firearms and explosives. 

The proclamation, however, 
does not apply to crimes or acts 
committed in pursuance of pure- 
ly personal motives or outside of 
the enumerated offenses. 

It also does not apply to 
persons who were caught, charged 
or undergoing investigation by the 
authorities before Feb. 28, 1987. 

In a supportive move, the 
national government has created 
the National Reconciliation and 
Development Council to supervise 
and implement the rules covering 
the application and granting of 
amnesty. 

Chairperson of the council is 
Economic Planning Secretary Solita 
Monsod, who, in an Interview, said 
that the defense department will 


verify whether the amnesty 
applicant is an "authentic rebel" 
or not. 

In announcing the amnesty, 
the President said that she hopes 
the amnesty program will "reunite 
families, bind up the broken- 
hearted, and heal the wounds of 
our nation." 

The council will • likewise 
develop and implement' a nation- 
al reconciliation and development 
program to assist and train 
amnestied rebels to resume 
productive roles in society. 

The main implementing arms 
of the counc’l are the Depart- 
ment of Social Services and Deve- 
lopment and the Department of 
National Defense. 

The President also ordered 
the creation of an Amnesty Com- 
mittee in each province and city 
to be composed of the following 


persons: 

The provincial/city at- 
torney, as chairman; the AFP judge 
advocate; the provincial or city 
secretary; a representative of the 
Integrated Bar of the Philippines, 
another person to be designated by 
the chairman and the three other 
members of the group, as members. 

An application for amnesty 
may be filed with the Bayanihdn 
Center which will be put up in 
every city and province. The 
center will immediately forward 
the application to the Amnesty 
Committee for evaluation in ac- 
cordance with the guidelines to be 
issued by the National Recon- 
ciliation and Development Council. 

The committee will render a 
decision on each case within ten 
working days from receipt of an 
application for amnesty. •

In Philippine Congress, there 
was a unanimous jcry against the 
U.S. claim of ownership, if not 
sovereignty, over the bases which 
Filipinos had always thought were 
on lease for 99 years to the 
United States.

In 1965, church-goers were 
introduced to the experience of

Executive Order No. Ill 
came in compliance with the 
President s commitment to Labor 
in her speech during the Labor 
Day anniversary celebration last 
year. 

In her first Labor Day 
speech at the Luneta, President 
Aqumo set aside unjust decrees 
ttiat shackled most of union 
activities under the deposed Mar- 
cos regime. She also announced 
measures designed to propel the 
country into an economic revolu- 
tion where trade unions and 
workers can share fully in the 
benefits of development and 
create the climate for "full 
human development of the 
laboring poor. 1 ’ 

Likewise, President Aquino 
expressed hope that labor and 
management will respect the final 
adjudication of their disputes and 
cooperate to reduce the uncer- 
tainties that have slowed down 
economic activities. 

Among the measures she 
announced during Labor Day 
celebration were the: 

1) Repeal of a Letter of In- 
struction that allowed management 
to replace striking workers who 
defy return-to-work orders, and 
desistance of government from 
pursuing the "one-union, one in- 
dustry policy" which she said, 
caused much dissension in the 
labor ranks;

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Manila ASEAN agro-industrial meet 


A four-day agro-industrial trade 
and -development meet is 
slated on May 24-27 in 
Manila and it is expected to 
benefit the Association of South- 
east Asian Nations (ASEAN), 

The benefits will come in the ' 
infusion of appropriate technology, 
in their production effqrts, pro- 
motion of intra-regional trade 
among the member-nations and the 
possible entry of more foreign in- 
vestments that would help finance 
their priority development projects 
or programs. — 

The basic objective of the 
regional conference entitled 
5 "Philippine Agriculture in Tran- 
sition: Agro-Industrial Opportuni- 
ties and Realities at ASEAN's 
Gateway" aims at stimulating 
foreign agro-investment in the 
agro-food chain with concerned 
governmental departments and in- 
ternational donor agencies. 

The May conference is ex- 
pected to attract agro-industrial- 
ists and entrepreneurs interested in 
the Philippines and its potential as 
a major agricultural producer and 
exporter within and beyond 
ASEAN. 

The group will also consider 
organizing a Filipino delegation to 
participate in the Agri-Energy's 
Annual Geneva Conference in 
Philippine Privatization of 
Agro-Food companies and the sale 
of non-performing assets in this 
sector. 

Conference sessions will con- 
sider agriculture diversification 
strategies. Privatization of 
agro-food agencies, the role of 
agri- enterprise in the countryside, 
new tropical agriculture and re- 
lated energy technologies, counter- 
trade, urban food security linkages, 
post-harvest distribution and 
others. 

Following the Manila confe- 
rence, a roundtable delegation 
will travel to Geneva, Switzerland 
for the organization's eighth annual 
International Agricultural Perum, 
June 1-3, 1937. 

Nicholas E. Hollis, Execu- 
tive Director of the Agri-Energy 


Roundtable, a non-profit private 
organization, United Nations-accre- 
dited international agri-business 
association based in Washington, 
D.C. arrived in Manila and 
coordinated with government and 
business leaders to ensure the’ 
.success of the four-day. 
conference. 

Earlier, leading Filipino bus- 
iness executives, met with 
representatives of international 
donor agencies and foreign invest- 
ors, and formed a special planning 
committee to promote a regional 
conference. 

J he J grou P was convened by 
the Board of Investments of the 
Department of Trade and Industry, 
and was co-chaired by the 
Philippine Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry— Angelito Sarmiento,

During a press conference 
held at the National Press Club, 
Hollis said that the regional

businessmen, exporters and indus- 
trialists from twenty countries 
will attend the regional 
conference who may desire to 
finance projects or open new 
business enterprises in the 

Philippines and help accelerate 
the country's national economic 
recovery program.

Brilliant he was certainly. His power rested in his tremendous intellect and his unshakeable integrity. I 
remember how disheartened we all felt when Ninoy and Pepe and others who were detained with them were 
brought to the Supreme Court in the first days of Martial Law. The Government had all the power and had 
exercised it without limit. Congress had been padlocked. Senators and publishers had been arrested, along 
with thousands of others throughout the country. The law was our only refuge, but the lawyers had taken 
cover in that abject dictum of surrender. When the guns speak, the laws fall silent. So even there, in the 
seat of justice, in the last rampart of right, we felt the limitless power of a Government to hurt. Until Pepe 
Diokno stood up, a black toga draped over his shoulders. Immediately, one felt the cause of law and justice 
pass from the Supreme Court to the accused standing before them. 

I do not remember what his arguments were, but I cannot forget the power he exuded. It was the 
power of right and integrity. Constitutional democracy had found its proper champion. Here was a man equal 
to the nobility of its cause. 


P EPE DIOKNO would always be equal to the nobility of any cause he espoused. Whether it was the 
cause of human rights, constitutional democracy or nationalism, the argument "ad hominom" would 
always fail if Pepe was there to defend it. The name of Diokno was a warrant that the cause he 
defended deserved respect, and, for many Filipinos, unqualified support. If Pepe believed in it, there was 
sure to be justice and reason in the cause. Time and the truth never belied this first impression. 

For those with longer memories, Diokno, in the days of the Old Republic, prefigured the kind of 
politics that would be possible in this country only after the painful experience of dictatorship. Diokno 
represented the possibility that you can mix power and virtue, intelligence and popularity, professed devotion 
to the highest ideals with the willingness to pay the highest price for such commitment. 

For those who enjoyed the hospitality of the . dictatorship in safehouses, whose anguished cries were 
heard by no one except the laughing torturer, Diokno was the name of hope. Hope that his or her case 
would reach him before they were totally broken in spirit and body. 

To the men of the law, who stood by the law, at a time when it had fallen into the deepest disrepute 
he was the living example of its majesty. They tell of his prodigious memory that allowed no precedent or 
statute to escape enlistment in his cause; of his relentless logic and of majestic eloquence from which the 
corrupters of the law could offer no defense except naked power. 


M ARCOS jailed him after Martial Law. To the uninformed, Shakespeare's saying: "The first thing we 
do, let's kill all the lawyers," is an indictment. It is in fact a tribute to the profession as a shield 
against oppression. Those who oonspire against freedom can do no better than to silenoe its best 
protectors. Marcos knew that jailing this lawyer was the first priority in his scheme of dictatorship.

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EO No. 79 — Providing guidelines on 
the form of active duty for re- 
serve officers and strengthening 
their security of tenure 

(December 2, 1986) 

The following guidelines are 
issued relative to the call to 
active duty and extension of 
active duty of all reserve officers: 

(a) A reserve officer will be 
initially called to active duty for 
a period of three (3) years. Upon 
satisfactory completion of his tour 
of active duty, it shall be extend- 
ed for a period of another three 
(3) years. 

b) A reserve officer who has 
satisfactorily rendered six (6) con- 
tinuous years of active military 
service shall, upon satisfactory 
completion of his extended tour 
of active duty, be granted 
another extension for a period of 
four (4) years. 

c) A reserve officer who has 
satisfactorily rendered a total of 
ten (10) years of continuous act- 
ive commissioned military service 
shall not be reverted to inactive 
status, except upon his own re- 
quest or for cause as may be ad- 
judged by a court martial or by 
appropriate bodies existing by 
provisions of lav/ or by virtue of 
Presidential Decree No. 1638.

EO No. 96 — Further amending 
Section Two of Republic Act 1862, 
as amended and for other purposes 

(December 13, 1986) 

Armod forces retirees who 
have not received retirement pay 
duo to lack of wartime service 
are now entitled to such retire- 
ment pay. 

Executive Order No. 96 
grants retirement pay to persons 
who were retired after June 22, 
1957 but before September 10, 
1970 and ware given gratuity pay 
under KA No. 340 and RA No. 
1616. 

Those retirees, however, 


were excluded from the coverage 
of RA. No. 1862, as amended by 
Batas Pambansa Big. 644 EO No. 
96 further amends RA No. 1862 
to include these retirees to make 
them qualify for an annual 
retirement pay in lieu of a 
gratuity pav. 

The retiree may, at his 
option, choose to receive the 
annual retirement pay or a 
gratuity pay, or his widow and/or 
minor children may elect such 
option, if the retiree has died.

EO No. 107 — Providing for the 
surrender of loose firearms, 
ammunition and explosives, grant- 
ing benefits therefore, and for 
other purposes 

(December 24, 1986) 

Any person holding an un- 
licensed firearm may surrender 
the same without any penalty or 
punishment provided - the same is 
surrendered to the proper authori- 
ties within six (6) months from 
the effective date of Executive 
Order No. 107. 

The holder of such firearm, 
ammunition or explosives may, 
after surrender, apply for the pro- 
per iicense to possess the same, 
provided he is qualified under ex- 
isting laws. 

However, those who have 
been arrested, charged and con- 
victed for illegal possession of 
firearms, ammunition or explosives 
are disqualified. 

If the surrenderee/applicant 
for such firearm is disqualified 
from legally possessing the same, 
the firearm may be sold and 
licensed to qualified individuals or 
firms who shall pay for such 
flraarm.

EO No. 110 — Allowing the 
payment of medical and incentive 
allowance for employees of 
certain national govt, agencies 

(December 24, 100(1) 

All government agencies 

which have granted medical and 


incentive allowances in the 
previous years are allowed to 
continue paying the same benefits. 

All government employees 
who have received medical and in- 
centive allowances in the past will 
receive the same amount for the 
year 1986. 

The payment of said benefits 
shall depend on the availability of 
savings from funds previously re- 
leased from the National Treasury. 

The Budget Department, shall 
prepare and issue the guidelines 
for the implementation of this 
order.

E0 No- 112— Placing all Budget 
officers in the local government 
under the administrative control 
and 'supervision of the Ministry of 
Budget and Management 

(December 24, 1986) 

All budget officers in the 
local government are now under 
the administrative control and 
technical supervision of the De- 
partment of Budget and Manage- 
ment. 

The President's move is in 
line with the government's 
emphasis on countryside 
development. The national 
government, thru the Budget De- 
partment can closely monitor the 
local government's budgetary 
process. 

It will likewise enable the 
national government to review and 
monitor all reconstruction pro- 
gram and development priorities 
and that they are strictly and 
properly implemented. 

All local budget officers 
shall henceforth be appointed by 
the Secretary of the Budget and 
Management upon recommenda- 
tion of the local chief executive 
and subject to civil service laws 
and rules. 

The functions of the local 
budget officers as defined in PDs 
1375 and 477 are retained sub- 
ject to policy guidelines to be is- 
sued by the Budget Department. 

The salaries and other 
benefits of all local budget 
officers shall be paid by the 
national government. •

W E have Jong realized that we have to address the problem of 
economic security to buttress our free and democratic 
system.

Our cherished liberty and democratic insti- 
tutions remain under siege from sinister forces from the left and the 
right. In the long run, our own impatience, and lack of faith in the 
efficacy of our institutions could serve as the main hindrance to the 
success of our programs.

CONGRESS CONVENES 


C ONGRESSIONAL elections 
stand out in our tumultuous 
history as particularly ex- 
pressive of the issues and conflicts 
that preoccupied the electors as 
they went to the polls. 

The Philippine Assembly of 
1907 was elected and convened 
when the spirit of the 1896 Revo- 
lution still held sway and 

candidates for public office had to 
address the electorate's cry for 
"complete, full, and immediate in- 
dependence." After the war, when 
American influence in world 

affairs seemed most consolidated, 
the legislative agenda reflected the 
pains of a nation finding its bear- 
ings and the nationalist call of the 
then Senator Claro M. Recto 

seemed a most lonely cause. 

The nation's voters went to the 
May 11 congressional polls with a 
similar mindframe. Barely a year 
had passed since the fall of the 

former President and a new 
Constitution had just been rati- 
fied. This Constitution in itself is

a proof that our people retained 
their apprehension over a nearly 
unlimited grant of power for the 
Constitution vested greater powers 
to the Legislature. In the process, 
taking away some of the powers 
of the Presidency which had been 
provided for by both the 1935 
Constitution, d r afted under Amer- 
ican influence, and the 1973 Con- 
stitution. 

T HE waiting for the May 11 
elections had begun as soon 
as the ratification of the 
1986 Constitution became appa- 
rent. If the ratification of the 
Constitution served as a vote of 
confidence to the government of 
President Corazon Aquino, the May 
11 elections and the results there- 
from, would determine not only 
the agenda of her government in 
the next five years but also her 
government's ability to push for its 
priority programs. The Congress, it 
was felt, not only could determine

What eventually resulted from 
the disagreement among the, 


anti-administration forces was a 
coalition formed around former 
Defense Secretary Juan Ponce En- 
rile and another coalition of polit- 
icians identified with the former 
President. Enrile's party called it- 
self the Grand Alliance for 
Democracy (GAD) while the other 
opposition coalition attached Union 
for Peace and Progress to KBL 
(UPP-KBL). 


A S the campaign period drew 
to a close, 26.5 million 
voters reflected on their 
verdict. GAD candidate Vicente 
Puyat, perhaps ebbuliently relying 
on the results of the GAD survey 
of voters' political preferences 
prior to the election date, assert- 
ed that should the GAD win, they 

would allow the former President 
to come home. Seizing the open- 
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The Record of the Congress 
would show that when the Legisla- 
tion started from the Senate and 
had to be concurred by the other 
House, it led to better and more 
responsive legislations. There was 
diversity of provisions, but it was 
ironed out in a joint conference 
committee between representatives 
of the Senate and the Lower 
House." 

Commissioner Felieitas Aqui- 
no added her own observation that 
with the checks and balances be- 
tween the Senate and the House 
of Representatives in the Con- 
gress itself, there would be a 
greatly diminished possibility that 
the Executive could manipulate the 
Legislature for its own purposes. 

C OMMISSIONERS Joaquin Ber- 
nas and Luis Gascon spoke 
for a unicameral assembly. 
Father Bernas viewed the Congress 
that would be convened as a 
continuation of the People Power 
Revolution. 

"We have been called to this 
Commission by a Revolutionary 
government to the extent that it 
is a government that is a product 
of the February Revolution . . . 
Therefore, what we are trying to 
formulate here is a Constitution 
that will set up structures capable 
of continuing the goals of the 
Revolution . . .

Before Comelec could begin 
its count of the election results 
however, the opposition shifted the 
venue of their protest from press 
conferences to EDSA, site of the 
February Revolution that brought 
President Aquino to power. 

Reporters, however, were quick 
to point out the uncomfortable 
alliance that had formed between 
GAD supporters and the Marcos 
Loyalists who seized whatever 
grievances there were resulting 
from the elections to fuel their 
own crusade to bring the former 
President bock home.

It was only in 1913, as a

With the ratification of the 
1935 Constitution providing for a 
unicameral National Assembly, an 
amendment was introduced after 
its promulgation to revive the 
Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

I N 1971, a Constitutional Con- 
vention was convened to draft 
a new constitution. On Sep- 
tember 21, 1972, while the Con- 
vention was in the thick of its 
deliberations, Martial law was pro- 
claimed. This was followed by the 
large-scale arrest and detention of 
prominent opposition figures, 
student activists, newspapermen, 
and members of the Constitutional 
Convention itself. Some of the dele- 
gates such as newly elected Sena- 
tor Heherson Alvarez from the 
Lakas ng Bayan coalition went un- 
derground fearing for their lives. 

Despite the declaration of 
Martial Law, the Convention reas- 
sembled and finished its draft of 
the Constitution which was duly 
submitted to President Marcos. By 
December, announcements were 
made for the holding of a refer- 
endum-plebiscite for the ratifica- 
tion of the proposed Constitution. 
Meanwhile, a group of Senators 
and Congressmen who attempted to 
convene a rump session of the 
Congress were prevented from 
doing so when they found the 
Congress Building sealed off. 

Cases were filed at the 
Supreme Court questioning the 
power of the President to approp- 
riate funds for the plebiscite- 
referendum. As the cases were 
being heard, a Presidential Procla- 
mation was issued declaring the

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T HE President created an 
inter-agency committee to 
monitor and coordinate the 
activities of government agencies 
involved in the Community Employ- 
ment and Development Program 
(CEDP). 

The CEDP, launched July last 
year, is a rural-based and 
employment -oriented program de- 
signed to speed up economic re- 
covery. 

In Memorandum Order No. 
76, the President stressed the need 
for the said committee to* coor- 
dinate and monitor the implement- 
ation of the various projects of 
the CEDP to ensure the judicious 
use of public funds. 

The committee to be headed 
by Economic Planning Secretary 
Solitn Monsod. and Budget 
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Secretary Guillermo Carague, will 
have the following functions: 

1) formulate the CEDP plans 
and programs; 

2) coordinate the efforts of 
all agencies involved in the 
program; 

3) act on any problem 
reported; 

4) evaluate the CEDP in 
terms of plans and programs; 

5) and report directly to the 
President significant information or 
any matter requiring presidential 
action. 

The committee will also 
include as members the Secreta- 
ries of Natural Resources, 
Agriculture, Social Services and 
Development, Justice. Trade and 
Industry, Public Works and High- 
ways, Transportation and Commu- 
nications, Local Governments, 
Labor tmd Employment or their 
representatives and of 1 Icials from 
the Office of the President, Presi- 
dential Management Staff. ® 


T HE penalty of prision correc- 
cional has been imposed on 
any public officer or 
employe or anyone acting under, 
his orders or in his place who 
would deprive a person under 
detention of his right to counsel. 

The President under Execu- 
tive Order No. 155, stressed that a 
person's right to counsel during 
the period of his arrest should be 
strengthened and be made more 
meaningful in the "light of subtle 
and sophisticated denials of such 
right by certain public officers and 
employes." 

The Order states that the 
offense is committed when the 
public officer or employe prevents 
a lawyer entitled to practice in 
the courts of the Philippines from 
visiting and conferring privately 
with a person urrented, al any 
hour of the day or in urgent 
cases, of the night. ® 
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HE road building program in 
Quezon province is being 
accelerated.

T HE national drug policy will, 
first of all, be, built on the 
bedrock of competent, fair, 
honest, effective, and thorough 
regulation. We are committing this 
Government to strengthen the 
BFD — legally, organizationally, 

technically, and financially. The 
reorganization of the Department 
of Health will include a 
substantial expansion of the BFD's 
capabilities. The food, drugs, and 
cosmetics law, as well as the 
pharmacy law will be amended to 
strengthen the legal basis of food 
and drug regulation. 

I expect the BFD to 
spearhead the removal from the 
market of fake, banned, harmful, 
and ineffective drugs. I expect 
that its stamp of approval will be 
widely accepted as an indubitable 


mark of safety and quality. This 
can only happen if its policies are 
sound, its technology solid, its 
personnel adequate, and its 
procedures appropriate. 

As a second element of the 
national drug policy, the Govern- 
ment will be a more aggressive 
participant in the procurement, 
production, and distribution of 
drugs and pharmaceuticals. As the 
biggest buyer and user of 
pharmaceutical products, the 
Government will systematize its 
procurement in order to maximize 
its limited budgets for health. 
These are our goals to which I 
believe \ye can all be committed, 
being Filipinos first before 
anything else. 

A third element of the 
national drug policy shall consist 


of a package of initiative designed 
to provide the right information to 
physicians and patients. Adequate 
and accurate information is a key 
requirement for the rational use 
of drugs. Some measures to 
control the proliferation and 
reduce the number of brands in 
the market are needed to focus 
scarce resources on the most 
essential drugs. Another initiative 
involves the adoption of generic 
labelling as a tool for educating 
doctors and patients on the 
characteristics and use of various 
therapeutic preparations. Our 
policy shall seek to encourage full 
information and discourage 
misleading or inaccurate claims. 

The final element of our 
national drug policy is the coordi- 
nation of investment and trade 
policies in order to achieve self- 
sufficiency in pharmaceuticals, 
while assuring good quality and 
affordable prices. ^

T HE 1986 Constitution provi- 
sion on the Article on Edu- 
cation provides that the state 
shall protect and promote the 
right of all citizens to quality 
education at all levels and shall 
take appropriate steps to make 
such education accessible to all, 
with the ensuring mechanism: 
establishment and maintenance of 
public education system in the 
elementary level, (Sec. 2 Paragraph 
(2); establishment and mainte- 
nance of a system of scholarship 
grants, student loan programs, 
subsidies, and other incentives 
which shall be available to deserv- 
ing students in both the public and 
private schools especially to the 
under-privileged, Sec. 2 Paragraph 
(3); and providing adult citizen- 
ship, the disabled, and out-of- 
school youth with training in 
civics, vocational efficiency, and 
other skills, (Sec. 2 Paragraph (5). 

The Constitutional provision 
also encourages the development of 
non-formal, informal and indigen- 
ous learning system as self-learn- 
ing, independent, and out-of- 
school study programs for commu- 
nity needs. These include the stra- 
tegies that would equalize educa- 
tional opportunities and the 
strengthening of guidelines for 
placement centers. 

T HE new education program of 
the Department of Educa- 
tion, Culture and Sports 
(DECS), is able to strike the right 
balance to givo aqual access to 
students in all socio-economic 
levels. 

The new high school curri- 
culum to be implemented in two 
years' time is designed to help 
prepare the country's youth to 
better meet their adult needs and 
problems. These new programs 
were discussed during the 1987 
Educators' Congress at Teachers' 
Camp in Baguio. Facilitation and 
integration of private and public 
schools are intended to enable the 
authorities to share and save on 


scarce resources. 

The Educational Contracting 
Service (ECS), is being implement- 
ed on a trial basis in selected high 
schools in 13 regions. Full imple- 
mentation will be carried out in 
Batanes to Tawi-Tawi from 1980- 
1990. 

ECS is managed by Fund for 
Assistance ta Private Education 
(FAPE). It presently supports free

high school education program 
where the constitutional provision 
is implemented. Private schools 
have the capacity to help the gov- 
ernment through service contract- 
ing. At present, 60 participating 
committee members from various 
regional projects are involved in its 
expanded piut implementation. 

About 95,000 public and 
private high school teachers will 
be trained for the new curriculum 


in a staggered network training 
program. 

Grade six graduates under 
World Bank funded Program for 
Decentralized Education Develop- 
ment (PRODED), will make the 
initial batch of first year stu- 
dents to be covered by the pro- 
gram for high school. Covered are 
four orientations — content, values, 
technology and productivity. 

T HIS program saves DECS ex- 
tra expenditures in the con- 
struction of new classrooms 
and hiring of additional teachers 
to serve the excess students in 
puDlic schools. Five million pesos 
appropriation was used for the 
initial funding of ECS expansion 
program the past year. 

The experiment undertaken 
earlier in Central Mindanao and 
Eastern Visayas proved the advan- 
tages of free education. This year's 
students who will benefit from 
ECS include 4,322 Filipino youth 
enrolled in 166 private schools 
throughout Regions 1 to 12. These 
contract students represent a 
portion of actual excess enrolment 
in public schools nationwide. 

The national government took 
over the operation of 30 public 
schools in Manila as national sec- 
ondary schools. It will save the 
city government up to P169 million 
due as teachers' salaries. The 
maintenance of the buildings and 
the payment of remaining emer- 
gency living allowance will be 
shouldered by the city government. 

Nationalization of secondary 
schools needs P670 million annually 
to implement free high school 
education and save P100 million 
yearly for teachers' salaries. 

The streamlining of DECS 
agencies and personnel would 
facilitate efficient, effective and 
faster delivery of service. Other 
improvements In areas like up- 
grading of non-formal education 
(NFE) and establishment of major

The accounting for human 
rights violations of the past 
regime however took place 
alongside the government's own 
transition when it had to contend 
with its own stability as well as 
the process of defining its own 
priorities among the many issues 
that demanded immediate 
attention. 

PCHR spokesman Abelardo 
Aportadera also spoke of the 
organizational debilities as well as 
personal problems that plagued the 
PCHR such as the Illness then 
later the death of its chairman 
that altogether hampered the 
functioning of the Committee. 

It is evident that most of 
the human rights violations that 
occured during the Marcos regime 
took place in the context of its 
mailed fist policy against the 
insurgents that curtailed for all 


citizens the right to peaceful 
dissent and unerringly forced the 
opposition either to be exiled to 
work underground. 

P RESIDENT Aquino, in her 
address to the joint session 
of the American Congress, 
thus defined her government's 
policy on the insurgency, "As I 
came to power peacefully, so shall 
I keep it, that is my contract 
with my people and my commit- 
ment to God.. He had willed that 
the blood drawn by the leash shall 
not, in my country, be paid by 
blood drawn by the sword, but by 
the tearful joy of reconciliation." 

She continued, "My 
predecessor set aside democracy 
to save it from a communist in- 
surgency that numbered less than 
500. Unhampered by respect for 
human rights, he went at it with 
hammer and thongs. By the time 
he fled, that insurgency had 
grown to more than 16,000. I 
think there is a lesson here to be 
learned about trying to stifle a 
thing with the means by which it 
grows." 



On the whole, human rights 
violations have dropped signifi- 
cantly since the installation of the 
Aquino government. The PCHR re- 
ceived 482 complaints for inci- 
dents occuring before 1986; 242 
cases for those which occured in 
1986; and 17 in 1987. Of the 741 
total, 91 had been investigated on 
and acted upon through the filing 
of appropriate cases and 
recommendations. 

Yet, it is undeniable that for 
so long as the government is 
confronted with the gravity of the 
insurgency problem, there will be 
cases of civilians being caught in 
the crossfire. 

B UT even with these pains of 
a society in conflict with 
its own past and as it deals 
with the plans for its future much 
will depend on how the institutions 
of government — such as our 
courts, the military and our 
educational system — increase 
awareness as well as respect for 
human rights. For our people, the 
challenge, as President Aquino 
herself had identified, is the 
vigilance that price freedom. 

An important step toward 
this constant vigilance is the is- 
suance of EO No. 26 which makes 
mandatory the integration of 
courses on human rights on 
selected subjects as well as their 
inclusion in the civil service 
examinations. 

In the Constitution itself, an 
independent constitutional commis- 
sion to be known as the Commis- 
sion on Human Rights will 
supersede the PCHR in its task. 
Aside from this new Commission, 
the new Constitution also allowed 
for a broader Bill of Rights. This 
provision provides for strong safe- 
guards against arbitrary seizures 
and confiscations of private 
property by the State. ®

The National Science and’

...Given the lessons we have 
learned, and the imperatives of 
development we face, what should 
be the terms by which Government 
and you, the rural bankers, can be 
partners in economic development? 
To answer this ouestion, we must 
first establish whs 1 : our partnership 
is all about. 

I believe that our partnership 
is a joint effort, made by 
government with the private 
sector, to increase the income of 
all our farmers. Naturally, our 
main effort is focused on the low- 
income farmer. All our combined 
energies and attention should be 
directed at this singular 
goal — increase his income. 

In thus focusing our efforts, 
let us not confuse help for the 
rural banks with help for our 
farmers. Our experience shows 
that helping rural banks does not 
necessarily translate into help for 
our farmers. 

We must therefore ensure 
that whatever special subsidies and 
benefits will continue to be given 
to the rural banks are indeed 
passed on to the agricultural 
borrowers, particularly the small 
holders... 


...First. I confirm Govern- 
ment's commitment to make 
farming more profitable, to 
Increase the income of farmers. 
When farmers are able to buy at 
lower costs the critical inputs of 




fertilizers, pesticides, and seeds, 
then their incomes will rise. Also, 
when farmers can sell their 
produce at higher prices, then 
their incomes will rise further. 
With higher Incomes, farmers can 
pay back their loans. 

Second, 1 commit Govern- 
ment to a more rational policy 
with regard to the rural banking 
system. Essentially that policy will 
call for a less paternalistic 
supervision of its activities, 
thereby giving rural banks more 
flexibility to respond to emerging 
profitable opportunities and adjust 
to changing market conditions... 


.--Since this is a partnership, 
we expect corresponding commit- 
ments from the rural banks. 

We expect the rural banks to 
act more like banks, that is, in- 
stitutions which transform savings 
into loans. In the past, rural 
banks served more as one-way 
channels of funds from govern- 
ment to the public. As a result, 
they fell under increasingly close 
and tighter government regulation. 

We have found, of course, 
that government cannot run your 
banks for you. You know your 
communities, you know your 
borrowers. In short, only you can 
be the bankers. Government can 
set the overall framework, but you

Any person found guilty of being a mem- 
ber of any subversive organization shall be pun- 
ished by reclusion temporal and disqualification 
from holding any public office, appointive or 
elective. He is also disqualified from exercising 
his right to vote. 

Second conviction for any person charged 
with such offense plus lifetime imprisonment. 

Subsequent conviction for any person 
found to be a ranking leader or officer of any 
subversive organization, or if such member 
takes up arms against the government plus 
reclusion perpetua to death. 

PD 885, 1736. 1834. 1975 and BP Big. 31 — 
Widened the scope of subversion Imposed excessive 
penalties and abolished the two-witness rule formu- 
lated by the courts to lay sufficient basis for con- 
viction of political offenses. 

PD No. 1791 — Granted the President and his 
agents absolute immunity from suits. This was signed 
by Mr. Marcos in anticipation of suits that may be 
filed against him after he leaves Malacanang. 

Furthermore, this decree contradicts the princi- 
ple of public accountability. 

PD No. 169 — Required medical practitioners 
to report to the Philippine Constabulary the treat- 
ments of patients for serious or less serious physical 
injuries. v 

, PD 169 violated the democratic principle of the 

: confidentiality of doctor-patient relationship and is 

used to circumvent the responsibility of police 
; authorities to file complaints and evidence in the 

■ court for the issuance of valid warrant of arrest. 

PD No. 104 and PD No. 1727-A -- These two 
decrees prohibited and penalized the granting of rally 
i permits to persons guilty of rebellion, sedition or 
subversion and to persons charged with such crimes. 

These decrees also eroded the constitutional 
principle of the presumption of innocence until 
otherwise proven in court. It also violated cpnstitu- 
tional rights to peaceful assembly, expression and 
due process. 

PD No. 1822, PD No. 1850 and PD No. 1952 — 

These three decrees provided for trial by oourl 
martial of members of the AFP and PC-INP charged 



with offenses relating to the performance of their 
duties. These decrees weakened the principle of 
civilian supremacy over the military courts. Court 
martials are essentially administrative forums which 
need not clash with the jurisdiction and functions 
of regular civilian courts.

$13, former chief justice and 
fmembor of the Constitutional 
Commission that drafted the 1986 
Charter died May 3 of cardiac 
arrest complicated by kidney 
failure. 

Concepcion, described by his 
’contemporaries as "a great pillar 
of the judiciary, Master of the 
Law, a shining star of the Integ- 
rated Bar of the Philippines, and 
the "Father of Legal Aid for the 
I Poor," held various government 
f positions among them assistant 
Attorney General, undersecretary 
of Justice, Associate Justice of 
(the Supreme Court and Chief 
Justice in 1966. 

The late Chief Justice 
r obtained his Associate in Arts 
title at San Beda College in 1920, 
and his Law, summa cum laude at 
the University of Sto. Tomas in 
1024. He was a bar topnotcher in 
the 1924 bar examination. 

He was the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court when the 
privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus was suspended and in the 
case that questioned the 
suspension, he formulated a test 
for the exercise of emergency 
powers that was hailed in 
international legal circles as a 
testimonial to the independence of 
the judiciary. He resigned from 
the Supreme Court following its 
decision to consider the 1973 
Constitution "in force and 
effect." 

TEODORO VALENCIA, 73. 
veteran newspaperman, columnist, 
radio and TV commentator, former 
Rizal Park administrator, charity 
and social worker, fund raiser died 
May 4 after a long battle with 
lung cancer. 

Valencia's career spanned 
almost four decades. He wrote for 
newspapers like Osmena's Daily 
Standard and for Manuel Roxas' 
Daily News. He later became 
columnist of the Philippines Herald, 
the Manila Times, Daily Mirror 
and during martial law in the 
Daily Express, and finally the new 
Manila Times. 

Valencia is the only Filipino 
newsman residing in Manila who 
was a regular member of the 
National Press Club in Washington 
D.Q. During his term as National

D ESPITE the effort to mini- 
mize the expected dissonance, 
the proposed agrarian reform 
program of the government, as 
embodied in the draft of the EO, 
has already elicited wide-ranging 
reactions from various sectors. 
Four main issues have become the 
focus of a lively debate through- 
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out the country: the seven-hectare 
retention limit; the determination 
of 'just compensation"; the source 
of funding for the program; and 
the President's power to issue a 
decree on the CARP. 

Landowners, specifically from 
coconut and sugar areas, have 
voiced out strong apprehensions 
over the proposed land ownership 
retention limit which they claim 
could adversely affect the pro- 
ductivity of their industries. For 


example, Bibiano Sabino, head of 
the Sugar Regulatory Administra- 
tion, and also a landowner, claims 
that based on SRA studies, small 
farms (10 hectares below) produce 
only 50 piculs per hectare while 
larger farms (50 hectares) produce 
from 113 to 182 piculs of sugar 
per hectare. Owners of mango, 
tobacco, coffee, cocoa and other 
private agricultural plantations 
have also expressed the view that 
the reform may affect 
productivity. 

Bankers ,too have expressed 
their reservations. The Bankers 
Association of the Philippines 
(BAP) headed by Wilfrido Tecson 
aired the view that the seven- 
hectare limit would hamper 
lending activities in agricultural or 
aquaculture-projects which require 
more than seven hectares to be.

CARP even before the Congress 
opens. The Congress, he says, can 
change the law or repeal certain 
portions of it if it wants, but at i 
least it has to have a working 
paper to start with. 

Most of the members of the ^ 
CAC have expressed desire for the 
issuance of a land reform decree 
as soon ns possible. 
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F UNDING the program is also 
a source of problem for the 
government. According to the 
original estimates of the Depart- 
ment of Agrarian Reform (DAR), 
the CARP on the long term may 
cost P36.2 billion. As can be seen 
from the EO draft, the govern- 
ment is eyeing the proceeds from 
the sale of government corpora- 
tions and non-performing assets 
and sequestered ill-gotten wealth 
to finance the program. Already, 
the PCGG bared that it can 
recover as much as P20 billion 
for the program. Also the gov- 
ernment hopes to obtain soft 
loans from lending institutions 
abroad. From these projected 
sources, the government 
reportedly expects about P30 
billion in finances. Certain 
sectors have lobbied for a 
smaller budget to ease the finan- 
cing problem even as other pro- 
ponents like Monsod have asked 
for a bigger budget for the pro- 
gram. These merely confirm what a 
study team from the World Bank 
observed, that CARP will require 
"hard choices in the allocation of 
domestic and external sources." 

A LREADY, landowners have 
drawn up several counter- 
proposals to the govern- 
ment's draft. One is that of 
Negros Occidental Governor Daniel 
Lacson. Under his 60-30-10 plan, 
60 per cent of sugar lands will 
remain planted to sugar to meet 
foreign and domestic demands, 30 
per cent will be allocated for 
diversified high-value crops and 10 
per cent to workers who could use 
the land for their own needs. 

For their part, farmers and 
other cause-oriented groups held 
the Congress for a People's Agra- 
rian Reform (CPAR) to forge a 
united stand regarding the issue. 
Composed of 12 farmer federa- 
tions and 57 non-governmental or- 
ganizations including church 
groups, CPAR laid down the fol- 
lowing bases for what they be- 
lieve should be a comprehensive 
agrarian reform program: 

- Complete abolition of 
landownership; 

- Comprehensive coverage of 
all agricultural lands; 

- Land transfer conditions 
must not be burdensome to 
farmer-beneficiaries; 

- Full government support 
for beneficiaries;

W ITHOUT doubt, the agra- 
rian reform question is 
testing the people's opti- 
mism from their ouster of the 
Marcos regime President Aquino 
herself acknowledges that several 
issues have been raised and have 
remained unresolved especially re- 


garding legality, technical feasi- 
bility, and financial capability. In- 
deed, as the World Bank mission 
has observed, "land reform is an 
unavoidably wrenching experience 
for any country." 

The magnitude and sensi- 
tive character of the program 
can easily be gleaned from the 
fact that it is a "once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity to effect a 
dramatic, positive and permanent 
change in the course of economic 
and political history." True 
enough, seldom in history of a 
country does the chance to 
proceed with a comprehensive 
agrarian program present itself. 
And for the Aquino Administra- 
tion, observers point out that the 
CARP is becoming a test of its 
capability to lead the nation from 
the ruins of the dictatorship. The 
CARP is probably the most deci- 
sive and monumental program that 
the Aquino government has to 
tackle. 

Amid the cloud of doubts 
that critics cast over the govern- 
ment's CARP, the President has 
time and again assured that her 
administration has all the political 
will to push through with the 
program. 

As she said, "We shall go 
for an agrarian reform that will 
succeed. It may not be everything 
that everyone wants. But it will 
succeed in doing what it sets out 
as its goal. That goal is a better 
life for the farmer."

Ihe final text of the Executive 
Order on CARP was arrived at 
, fifteen drafts were prepar- 
ed by the Cabinet Action Com- 
(CAC). on agrarian reform, 
p!,! th o President's signing of the 
t-AKF, the focus now. shifts to 


the new Congress which will have 
to tackle the agrarian issue and 
come up with its own legislation 
on the matter. 

The following are the salient 
features of CARP as set by Pres- 
ident Aquino: 

„„ Coverage: The program shall 
cover all public and private agri- 
cultural lands, regardless of tenur- 
ial arrangement and commodity 
produced, and other lands of 

public domain suitable for agricul- 
ture. Thus, CARP will include su- 
gar, coconut, and banana planta- 


tions. However, lands used and 
tound necessary for national de- 
fense, school sites and campuses, 
religious purposes, penal colonies, 
and government research and 
quarantine centers are exempted 
irom the coverage. 

Implementation: The Con- 

gress shall prescribe the reason- 
able retention limit on landowner- 
ship and priority areas under the 
program coverage where agrarian 
reform will be immediately imple- 
mented. Meanwhile though. Presi- 
dential Decree 27, as amonded, 
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shall continue to operate with 
respect to rice and corn lands. 

Compensation to Landown- 
ers: The landowners shall be com- 
pensated by the government for 
their properties based on the own- 
ers"declaration of the current fair 
market vuluo as may be finally 
agreed upon by the Department of 
Agrarian Reform (DAR) and the 
landowners or as determined by 
the proper court of justice. 

Compensation to landowners 
according to the following: bond 
payment over 10 years with 10 
per cent of the value of the land 
payable immediately in cash and 
the balance in the form of in- 
terest bearing bonds of the Land 
Bank of the Philippines (LBP): 
direct payments^ in cash or kind 
by the farmer beneficiaries under 
terms agreed upon by the benefi- 
ciaries and landowners; or other 
modes as the government may 
prescribe. J 

Support for Landowners: The 
landowners shall bey provided by the 
LBP with investment information 
counselling assistance, conversion 
or exchange of /LBP bonds to or 
from government stocks or assets 
and marketing of LBP bonds. 

Payment by Beneficiaries: 
Beneficiaries shall pay for land 
redistributed in 30 equal annual 
payments at six per cent interest 
per annum with the first payment 
due one year after resale. 

Support for Beneficiaries: 
Upon transfer of land, each bene- 
ficiary shall be eligible for a pro- 
duction loan to finance one crop 
cycle under terms and conditions 
to be determined by the LBP. 

Modes of Land Transfer: 
There shall be several ways by 
which land transfer, utilization and 
sharing shall be effected. The 
first is through the Voluntary Land 
Transfer scheme where landowners 
have the option of entering into a 
voluntary agreement for direct 
transfer of their lands to appro- 
priate beneficiaries under terms 
and conditions acceptable to both 
parties and subject to DAR's 
approval. 

Second is the voluntary offer 
to sell, wherein government shall 
purchase all agricultural lands it 
deems productive and suitable to 
farm cultivation and voluntarily 
offered for sale. 

Thirdly, leases and manage- 
ment contracts in land covered by 
land distribution registered with 
the Register of Deeds may conti-

nue under the original terms and 
conditions but not beyond 5 years 
from the effectivity of the EO. 

Fourth is Collective or Indi- 
vidual Ownership wherein for lands 
with multiple beneficiaries, own- 
ership of whole parcel of lands on 
estates may be transferred to the 
farmer beneficiaries collectively or 
individually as the beneficiaries 
may choose. However, in collec- 
tive ownership, each beneficiary 
shall have an individual share of 
the land held in common equival- 
ent to not more than the appli- 
cable retention limit. 

Fifth is through the Distri- 
bution and Utilization of Public 
Lands wherein alienable and 
disposable lands for public domain, 
suitable for agriculture and out- 
side proclaimed settlement shall 
be distributed by the Department 
of Environment and Natural 
Resources (DENR). 

Last is the Production Shar- 
ing scheme where individuals or 
entities owning agricultural lands 
with gross sales in excess of P5 
million per annum are mandated 
to execute a sharing plan where 
at least 2.5 per cent of the gross 
sales from production of such 
lands are distributed as compensa- 
tion to the farmworkers over and 
above the compensation they 
currently receive. 

Implementing and Coordinat- 
ing Mechanisms: To coordinate the 
implementation of the CARP and 
to ensure the timely and effective 
delivery of the needed support 
services, the Presidential Agrarian 
Reform Council (PARC) is creat- 


ed. PARC shall have as chairman 
the President of the Philippines, 
the Secretaries of Agrarian Re- 
form and of Agriculture as vice- 
chairmen and the Executive Sec- 
retary as secretary. The secreta- 
ries or heads of the following 
agencies shall serve as members: 
Budget and Management; Finance; 
Justice; Labor and Employment; 
Local Governments; Public Works 
and Highways; Trade and Industry; 
Transportation and Communica- 
tions; Economic Planning; Land 
Bank; and Good Government. 

The President shall appoint 
representatives from farmers and 
landowners as members of PARC. 

The PARC shall formulate 
and implement the policies, rules 
and regulations of the CARP and 
may authorize any of its members 
to formulate rules and regulations 
concerning aspects of agrarian re 
form falling within their area of 
responsibility. 

Grassroots Participation: On 

the barangay level, there shall be 
a Barangay Agrarian Reform 
Council (BARC) which shall be 
operated on a self-help basis. It 
shall be composed of representa- 
tives from farmers; farmworkers; 
agricultural cooperatives; landown- 
ers; representatives of the Baran- 
gay Council; officials of the DAR, 
DENR and LBP; and non-govern- 
ment organizations (NGOs). 

Among others, the BARC 
shall participate and give support 
to the implementation of pro- 
grams on agrarian reform and me- 
diate, conciliate, or arbitrate ag- 
rarian conflicts and issues that 
are brought to it for resolution. 

Financing: To cover the cost 
of CARP from 1987 to 1992, the 
Agrarian Reform Fund is created 
with an initial amount of P50 mil- 
lion. It shall come from proceeds 
of sale of assets by the Asset 
Privatization Trust and ill-gotten 
wealth recovered through the 
Presidential Commission on Good 
Government. To cover the supple- 
mental requirements of CARP for 
1987, an amount of P2.7 million is 
also appropriated. 

Sanctions: Persons or entities 
who prematurely enter the land, 
even before the CARP is effected, 
shall be permanently disqualified 
from receiving benefits and exer- 
cising the rights given by CARP. 
Also, those who willfully prevent 
or obstruct the implementation of 
the CARP shall be liable for 
contempt. ^

The DPWH reorganization is 
not only within Metro Manila but 
nationwide. "We are looking for 
the national point of view," the 
Department Secretary said. We 
consider this very critical because 
they are our actual field people. 
They are our mini-secretaries and 
within this level, we have includ- 
ed the incumbent regional 
directors, assistant directors, even 
project managers, up to level V or 
those performing big projects 
which are foreign-assisted pro- 
jects. And these people are really 
performing very well. There are 
14 positions at stake and for 
these we have about 40 to 50 
candidates to consider. 

The DPWH is considering the 
creation of an Ad Hoc unit which 
will take care of placing the 
laid-off personnel. One other pos- 
sibility is that while the DPWH 
Central Office will reassign peo- 
ple in view of the decentralization 
policy of the government, a lot of 
people will be needed in the field. 
This is now being considered in- 
cluding the creation of a unit to 
coordinate who will go where. 

Among the more significant 
functions mandated by Executive 
Order No. 124, reorganizing the 
Highways Department, it is man- 
dated under Section 5, paragraph 
G; that the DPWH shall maintain 
all highways, flood control and 
other public works throughout the 
country except those that are 
the responsibilities of other 
agencies as directed by the Presi- 
dent of the Philippines or as pro- 
vided by law. 

Similarly, paragraph F also 
provides that the DPWH shall also 
"assist other agencies, including 
local governments, in determining 
the most suitable entity to under- 
take the actual construction of 
public works projects, and para- 
graph E, provides the works super- 
vision function Tor all public works 
construction and ensures that 
actual construction is done in ac- 
cordance with approved govern- 
ment plans and specifications. 

Under the said Executive 
Order, the DPWH is the prime 
body implementing the flood con- 
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DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION. 
CULTURE AND SPORTS (DECS) 

U NDER the reorganization 
scheme of the Department 
of Education. Culture and 
Sports (DECS), it will have five 
undersecretaries for the following: 
Elementary, Secondary and Physical 
Education, presently headed by 
Minda Sutaria; Mjgal Affairs under 
Tomas Santos; Higher Education 
and Foreign- Assisted Programs, 
headed by Victor Ordonez; 
Administration and Finance, by 
Jose de Jesus; and Non-formal 
Education, a new office tentatively 
headed by Clodualdo Perez. 

As soon as the reorganization 
goes full blast; about 360,000 per- 
sonnel, including public school- 
teachers, will be affected. Follow- 
ing EO No. 117, all positions in 
the Department from the under- 
secretaries to the rank and file are 
considered ■ vacant. Incumbent 
officials and employes are on a 
holdover capacity. They will 
continue to discharge their duties 


and until further notice from the 
education secretary. 

A Human Resources Develop- 
ment Service section was formed 
to run a personnel program which 
will include the selection, 
placement, performance rating, 
employee relations and welfare 
services. 

A Technical Service was cre- 
ated to include the office of the 
head of the executive assistant and 
publication service. 

Certain agencies will be at- 
tached to the Department like the 
National Museum (NM) National 
Library (NL), National Historical 
Institute (NHI) and the Institute of 
Philippine Languages. 

The Child and Youth Research 
Center (CYRC) was merged with 
the National Education Testing 
Center (NETC), the Population 
Center with the Bureau of 
Secondary Education, the Foreign 
Students and Assistance Unit and 
the National Scholarship and 
Student Loan Center with the 
Bureau of Higher Education. @

Under EO No. 116. nine cor- 
porations and agencies are now at- 
tached to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to ensure a unified policy 
direction toward a coordinated and 
rationalized approach to agricultur- 
al development. 

On the other hand, four of- 
fices are abolished. These are the 

National Meat and Inspection Com- 
mission with its functions trans- 
ited to a division of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry; the National 
Artificial Rain Stimulation Com- 


mitee which was absorbed by the 
Bureau of Soils and Water Mana- 
gement; the Farm Systems Develop- 
ment Corporation was dismantled 
and its functions transferred to the 
respective regional offices; and, the 
Green Revolution expanded program 
action committee has been scrap- 
ped.

The newly-created National 
tobacco Administration (NTA) 
merged all offices concerned with 
the development and promotion of 
the tobacco industry, including the 
Philipme Virginia Tobacco Adminis- 
tration. 

The department's function 
have been divided into five groups:

DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY (DOST) 

B Y virtue of EO No. 128, the 
National Science and Techno- 
logy Authority (NSTA) has 
been reorganized into the 
Department of Science and 
Technology (DOST) by President 
Aquino in order to ensure that 
science and technology development 
caters to the needs of the nation 
as government bids to overcome 
present development difficulties. 

The DOST is tasked to 
harness the country's resources and 
materials in research using 
innovative strategies. At the same 
time, it is expected to speed up 
the application of science research 
by improving its links with the 
private sector. 

The old set-up for science 
development included 16 agencies 
and sectoral councils, nine 
institutes, two attached agencies 
and the NSTA Proper with 12 re- 
gional offices. 

The new DOST consists of 21 
agencies--five sectoral councils, .12 
institutes, three attached agencies- 
and 12 regional offices. Two of 
the institutes, the Philippine Tex- 
tile Research Institute (PTRI) and 
the Metals Industry Research and 
Development Center (MIRDC) were 
transferred to the DOST from the 
Department of Trade and Industry. 

The reorganization is a head- 
way for the NSTA beoause It 
would be in a better position to 
push for a more efficient transfer 
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DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 
AND EMPLOYMENT (DOLE) 

F OUR new agencies were crea- 
ted and the Bureau of Labor 
Relatio.is (BLR) was practical- 
ly abolished under Executive Order 
126, otherwise known as the Reor- 
gunlzutlon Act overhauling the 
Department of Labor and Employ- 
ment. 

The five bureaus of the DOLE 
were retained and would continue 
performing the same functions, ex- 
cept for the BLR whose concilia- 
tion, mediation, and voluntary ar- 
bitration duties were absorbed by 
the newly-created National Conci- 
liation and Mediation Board. 

A Center for Labor Studies 

was also created to take over the 
research and publications functions 
of the Institute of Labor and Man- 
power Studies which was abolished. 


Likewise, a Bureau of Labor 
and Employment Statistics was 
created to absorb the functions of 
the Labor Statistics Service. 

The National Productivity 
Commission was transferred from 
the National Economic and Deve- 
lopment Authority to the DOLE. 

Another change in the organ- 
ization is the establishment of the 
Human Resource Development Ser- 
vice to absorb the powers and 
functions of the Administrative 
Service regarding the administration 
of personnel programs, including 
selection and placement, develop- 
ment. performance evaluation, 
employee relations and welfare. 

Under the new set-up, the 
Labor secretary will be assisted by 
not more than four undersecreta- 
ries who will be appointed by the 
President, and an equal number of 
assistant secretaries. @

President Aquino offers ceasefire 
between gov’t and Communist rebels

PRESIDENT Corazon C. Aquino will 
soon call formally for a ceasefire for 
a ‘‘definite and inextendible period” 
during which her government would ne- 
gotiate with the top Communist guer- 
rilla leaders. 

Addressing the 75th commencement 
exercises of the University of the Phil- 
ippines in Diliman, Quezon City, the 
President also warned supporters of the 
deposed Marcos regime not to “stand in 
the way of our passage to lasting peace” 
as she stressed that “the government 
of peace is not unarmed.” 

“My government is willing to nego- 
tiate with the top leadership of the 
Communist party to work out the me- 
chanics for the reassimilation of the 
insurgents in civil society and their 
participation in the democratic pro- 
cesses,” she said. 

The President said, however, that 
negotiations will be with the top lea- 
dership of the Communist party or there 
will be none.” 

She also added that she would en- 
courage the communities directly affect- 
ed by Communist insurgency to take the 
initiative and reach out for their bro- 
thers and sisters who she noted, “were 
not as patient for peaceful change as 
they were.” 

The President admitted that she 
could not tell whether the negotiations

would even take place or result in a 
lasting peace. But she said she hoped 
there would be a “positive response” 
considering that “the balance of forces 
m our society today argue strongly 
against persisting in a military solu- 
tion.” 

The military, the President said, 
will undergo a “radical change” in stra- 
tegy, away from the reckless expendi- 
ture of force in the past to a more 
discriminating and effective application 
of it, by better trained, better equipped 
and more mobile units. 

“The new AFP in the field will be 


as concerned about shielding the civil- 
ian population from the worst aspects 
of combat, as it will be in meeting the 
armed threat to the security of the Re- 
public, she said. 

In making the call for a formal cease- 
fire, the President said she was offering 
the insurgents an “honorable peace,” 
one that will not ignore their just de- 
mands, but one also that will not detract 
in any way from the security of the 
people, the stability of the government, 
and the honor of the new armed forces. 

“Let us give peace a chance,” she 
concluded.

President calls for 
peace and reconciliation 


PRESIDENT Aquino said that peace 
and reconciliation are the underpin- 
nings of her government even as she 
dehned the role of the armed forces in 
her administration. 

In a speech before the graduating 
cluss of the Philippine Milltury Aca- 
demy at Fort Gregorio del Pilar in Ba- 
guio City last March 22, the President 
said: “To rebuild one's nation we must 
have peace. Without peace we cannot 
have growth.” 

Peace and reconciliation are now 
the most powerful weapons in our na- 


tion’s armory,” she said. 

On the role of the military, the Pre- 
sident said the armed forces should 
guarantee the people’s security and pro- 
tect the government. 

She stressed that the armed foreos 
should never engage in politics, saying 
“a soldier’s role is not in politics.” 

The President called on the armed 
forces to couple their vigilance with 
socio-economic programs to increase 
productivity In the countryside because, 
she said, the country's problems will 
not be solved “by sheathing our words” 


alone. "We must also harness our 
ploughshares,” she said. 

She cited the importance of soldiers 
participating in the rebuilding of the 
nation and mentioned the Church as 
another partner in development. 

But the President emphnsized that 
her administration’s drive for peace 
will not leave us unprepared for war.” 

The President enjoined the general 
staff of the armed forces to return the 
military to its peak of combat readi- 
ness “after years of professional de- 
cline.” 

She warned any group intending to 
undermine the stability and peace of 
the nation that it will not be facing 
the demoralized armed forces under 
the deposed Marcos regime before but 
a “national army,” trained and ready 
to protect our sovereignty and the de- 
mocratic government chosen by our 
people.”

Malacanang Palace restoration plan outlined

OUR long-range goal is to de-Marcos- 
ify Mnlncntinng Palace and restore it to 
its stately elegance before deposed Pres- 
ident Ferdinand E. Marcos and his wife 
occupied it,” Eva Toledo, a young mu- 
seologist who was trained in England 
and Germany, said when asked what the 
government plans to do about the pa- 
lace. 

Since March 13, 1986, when the pa- 
lace was converted into a public mu- 
seum upon Pres. Corazon C. Aquino’s 
orders, Toledo has been its assistant 
curator. Unlike others in the palace 
museum staff, she is not an unpaid vo- 
lunteer. She was assigned there by 
Tourism Minister Jose Antonio Gon- 
zalez because of her professional ex- 
pertise. Her task is to see to it that 
Malacanang is at par with other state 
museums all over the world. 

According to her, 6,000 to 8,000 visit- 
ors flock daily to the palace “because 
they would like to have a glimpse of the 
extravagant lifestyles led by its former 
occupants, ex-President Ferdinand E 
Marcos and his wife, Imelda. 

She said that opening Malacanang 
to the public has served a good purpose 
since it has made Filipinos as well as 
foreigners aware of the excesses and 
corruption of the 20-year Marcos re- 
gime. But she forsees the time when 
rilipinos and foreigners will no longer 
be fascinated with the bizarre aspects 
°f th e lifestyles of the Marcoses. 

„ “ There wiI1 come a day,” she said, 
when people will no longer be interest- 
ed m gawking at Imelda’s 3,000 pairs 
of shoes and hundreds of expensive 
gowns.” 

As a result, she and palace museum 
curator, Maria Teresa Roxas, have re- 
commended to President Aquino that 
Malacanang be ultimately transformed 
into a “museum of olden days.” 

Under their plan, only a few rooms 
will showcase the excesses of the Mar- 
cos regime. Other rooms in the palace 
will be converted into “period rooms” 
reconstructed to appear as they were 
when Malacanang was the residence of 
other Philippine presidents like Man- 
uel Quezon, Sergio Osmena, Sr., Man- 
uel Roxas, Elpidio Quirino, Ramon Mag- 
saysay, Carlos P. Garcia and Diosdado 
Macapagal. 

“The aim of the plan,” Toledo ex- 
plained, “is to preserve for future gen- 
erations the political and cultural heri- 
tage of the Filipino people.” 

She said Malacanang will be trans- 
formed into an edifice like Versailles 
Palace in France which is a museum 
but is also used for official govern 


ment functions like Cabinet meetings. 

According to her, preliminary steps 
towards achieving this transformation 
have already been undertaken. She said 
relatives of former Philippine presidents 
have been approached by the museum 
staff for information on how Malaca- 
nang looked like in the past. 

Among them were Nini Quezon Avan- 
cena, who is the daughter of President 
Quezon, and Vicky Quirino Gonzales, 
who is the daughter of President Elpi- 
dio Quirino. 

Toledo admitted that the biggest ob- 
stacle towards the realization of their 
plan is lack of money. “Funds for the 
restoration of Malacanang Palace still 
have to be allocated by the government,” 
she said. 

She revealed that undoing the damage 
done by Imelda Romualdez Marcos 
when she had Malacanang renovated 
from 1976 to 1979 would be expensive. 

“The former First Lady may have 
spent P200 million to renovate the pa- 
lace,” Toledo said, “but she had very 
poor taste.” 

She said I rm. Ida's ideas on how to re- 
novate the palace were “a triumph of 
kitsch." In other words, they were ex- 
pensive, but gaudy and showed she was 
noveau riche, she added. 

“Imelda destroyed the ‘bahay na bato’ 
which wns the nivlii tee turn! concept on 


which Malacanang Palace was built” 
she said. ’ 

Under 'the concept, Malacanang was 
originally a large, airy, and well-lighted 
storehouse in the tradition of Antillean- 
style mansions. 

Imelda blatantly disregarded this 
concept,” Toledo pointed out. "She had 
centralized air-conditioning installed in 
the palace and bullet-proof glass placed 
m the reception hall which was once an 
open veranda.” 

The palace interiors which were done 
upon Imelda’s orders, on the other 
hand, were a mishmash of styles ar- 
ranged without logical thought, Toledo 
said. 

That woman had too many expen- 
sive chandeliers placed in the reception 
hall, Toledo pointed out. 

Since the Aquino government has fin- 
ancial problems, restoring the architec- 
tural concept of Malacanang may take 
some time, Toledo admitted. 

Converting Malacanang into “a mu- 
seum of olden days” would have to be 
done gradually and within the limited 
financial means of the Aquino govern- 
ment, she said. However, Toledo strong- 
ly feels that this must be done.

The ceremonies led by ADB presi- 
dent Masao Fujioka with President 
Aquino as honored guest underscored 
the cooperation between the Bank and 
the Philippine government signified by 
the approval of a US$100 million loan 
by the ADB to the country. 

In laying the foundation stone, the 
President said that the construction of 


the New ADB building “underscores the 
faith and confidence of the bank and 
its 47 member countries in a bright 
Philippine future.” 

I am told that the plan to construct 
it was aborted or suspended after the 
shameful February election, and now it 
has been resumed,” the President said.

International community 
of nations welcomes 
Aquino government

FOREIGN government representatives 
and o.her visiting dignitaries have 
pledged their recognition and support 
for the Aquino administration and have 
opened bilateral talks for greater so- 
ciu ami economic agreements with the 
I hlllppine government. 

The latest offer was made by US 
Undersecretary of State Michael Ar- 
macost, who said that his government 
was ready to give the Philippines addi- 
tional $150 million in economc and mli- 
tary aid. 

Armacost, former US ambassador to 
the Philippines, said the $150 million aid 
offer would be in additon to more than 
$400 million already appropriated or 
awaiting US congressional approval. 

Armacost said Washington hoped that 
its extra aid would encourage other 
countries “to reach further deeply into 
their own pockets to provide assistance 


along with international banks.” 

The first group of foreign digni- 
taries who made cou-ctesy calls were the 
Socialist group from the European Par- 
liament composed of Enrique Bnronn 
IVorn Spain, Gcrd Walter and Helmet 
vurth from West Germany and Dick 
Toornstra and Eisso Wolfor from the 
Netherlands. They were welcomed by 
President Aquino last March 24. 

The delegation informed President 
Aquino of the group’s efforts to increase 
economic aid to the Philippines. The 

f„ r °" P S p‘ d .. tha . t the move increase aid 
to the Philippines is contained in a re- 
soluton which had already been ap- 
proved by the European Parliament. It 
was the second resolution thev submit- 
ted sometime in February. 

Then came New Zealand Prime Min-

At a certain point, we can only 
pray and hope that the forces outside 
the family are guided by principles 
and values similar to our own.

President Aquino 
nominated for 
Peace Education Award 

PRESIDENT Aquino, together with the 
bilipino people, has been nominated by 
the Integrated Bar of the Philippines 
(IBP) for the 1986 Peace Education 
award, carrying a $60,000 prize, of the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO). 

The nomination for the award was 
in recognition of President Aquino’s and 
tho Filipino people’s roles In tho “peace- 
ful and non-violent struggle for tho 
overthrow of a despised tyranny.” 

The IBP’s nomination has been sent 
to the UNESCO’s Paris headquarters 
through the Philippine embassy in Pa- 
ris. 

The Peace Education plum is ac- 
knowledged second to the Nobel Peace 
Prize. 

Lawyer Benito Pe, IBP secretary 
and executive director, said the “pheno- 
menal feat of President Aquino and the 
Filipino people has no precedent any- 
where or at any time in the history of 
the world,” adding that foreign govern- 
ments readily expressed admiration for 
Mrs. Aquino and the Filipino people “for 
the remarkable way of peace and non- 
violence by which they saved their 
country from the brink of civil war.” • 


No en masse replacements 
m judiciary— Teehankee 

C ° Urt Chief Justice 
Claudio Teehankee said that President 
Corazon Aquino has no intention to re- 

place en masse the country’s justices 
and judges. 4 

The Chief Justice said that there will 
be no wholesale acceptance by the Pres- 
ident of the courtesy resignations sub- 
mitted by all the judges of the lower 
courts and justices of the Intermediate 
Appellate Court and the Supreme Court 
“I understand that, ns a whole, there 
will be no wholesale acceptance of 
courtesy resignations, as well as whole- 
sale replacements ” Teehankee said. 

The Chief Justice said that before 
he took his oath of office, President 
Aquino informed him that the resigna- 
tions tendered by lower court justices 
as well as higher court justices were 
courtesy resignations and they will con- 
tinue to serve until they are replaced. 

He said that the President has one 
year in which to take action on these 
courtesy resignations. • 


President Aquino seeks 
early DBP rehabilitation 

PRESIDENT Aquino directed newly 
appointed Chairman Jesus Estanislao 
of the Development Bank of the Phil- 
ippines (DBP) to rehabilitate as soon 
as possible the bank’s lending program, 
particularly to small and medium-scale 
industries in the countryside. 

The. President also assured Chairman 
Estanislao that the bank would be free 
from any political influence to pursue 


a truly developmental lending program 
with stress on the viability of the pro- 
jects. 

On the proposal to merge the DBP 
with the Philippine National Bank, Es- 
tanislao said the first task would be 

for both banks to clean up and “then 
we will see whether there is a real 
rationale for merging, putting them 
together or keeping them separate.” 

The DBP chairman also pointed out 
that the bank has suffered an average 
loss of P4 billion a year in the past 
two years or so. , 

He also stressed that there will be 
no developmental lending unless the 
projects are really viable. He cited the 
past practice of using development 
funds for “politically-favored projects” 
as one of the reasons for the near 
collapse of the bank. # 

Rice harvest to increase 
by 11 percent this year 


THE country will experience an 11 per- 
cent increase in rice harvest for the 
year ending June 30, 1986. 

This was reported to President Cora- 
zon C. Aquino by Agriculture Minister 
Ramon Mitra who attributed the increase 
in production mainly to a seven percent 
increase in harvested areas and 3.7 per- 
cent increase in yield. 

Larger harvests are expected in all 
regions of the country, Minister Mitra 
said. 

The favorable rice harvest for 1985- 
1086 will raise the ending stock inven- 
tory to 1,370 thousand metric tons re- 
presenting a 95-day supply at the cur- 
rent daily consumption rate of 14.4 thou- 
sand tons, he said. 

The agriculture minister also dis- 
closed that the Marcos administration 
overimported rice last year to the det- 
riment of Filipino farmers. 

Price of local variety plummeted, he 
said, when 400,000 tons of imported rice 
from Thailand arrived in the Philippines 
at the height of the harvest. 

Filipino farmers have been spared 
from losses when President Aquino or- 
dered government support price to re- 
main at P3.50 per kilo of palay to en- 
sure that “the lowly farmer gets his 
rightful return for his labor.” •

tatorship. In spite of all the accolades 
paid to the notion that dictatorship is 
the best engine of progress, Filipino 
productivity dropped and lassitude grew. 
The Filipinos did not seem to care about 
progress and allowed their once laggard 
neighbors to outstrip them, oven if at 
the cost of liberty and dignity. The Fi- 
lipino people just would not have any 
of it. 

The world should have known from 
the history of the race that Filipinos 
could never buy the notion of progress 
without freedom. For all the devastation 
around them after the Second World 
War, a wreckage that only continued 
colonial servitude could remedy fast- 
est, the Filipinos opted for indepen- 


dence and the unilateral burden of ro- 
builcllng their country. And rebuild it 
they did, and progress they made, until 
the old regime presented them with the 
insulting alternative of progress or li- 
berty. Throughout 14 years of dictator- 
ship, Filipinos refused to stir themselves 
and cooperate in one well-funded econo- 
mic program after another. When they 
finally stirred themselves it was for 
the supreme act of unprecedented poli- 
tics— a peaceful revolution where they 
pitted prayers against power and over- 
came. I hope the point that for the 
Filipinos progress must always be mar- 
ried to freedom has been driven home 
securely. 

Now the Filipinos are free — politi- 
cally. But they remain shackled by the 
economic legacy of Marcos, the net ef- 
fect of Ills reckless borrowing and pro- 
fligate spending. It is a longer and 
hundrum struggle that now begins, but 


it is no less heroic, for the Filipino 
people, after retrieving their home, will 
start to rebuild it. The old tenant took 
virtually all the fixtures, after under- 
mining the foundations and mortgag- 
ing the property. 

I am happy and you should be pleased 
that the Asian Development Bank is 
among the first to lend a generous 
helping hand to the Filipino people. I 
take this opportunity to express our 
appreciation for the special loan of $100 
million which the ADB approved ves- 
teraay. 

The ADB, not too many years hence, 
will look back to this period of its as- 
sistance to a reborn country with pride 
for the role it played in its recovery. 
By then, I hope that my country will 
have so progressed that it can be in turn 
a giving nation. The ADB will by then 
have an assured place in the grateful 
memories of our people. •

geopolitics and economic 

* diplomacy. 

In just four short days, not 
only was the Chief Executive able 
to win the awe and affection of 
her hosts she was also able to 
gain trade concessions, more 
investments, and increased 
development aid for the country. 

Right at the start of the 
visit and even before the President 
could rest from the four-hour 
flight, the Japanese government 
had already committed to extend 
a total of $818 million in various 
forms of assistance to her 
national economic recovery 
program. 

In his announcement of the 
aid package, Prime Minister 
yasuhiro Nakasone expressed his 
government's great confidence in 
the stability and future of the 
country, capping the remarks with 
the assurance that "Japan would 
not spare its support to the 
Aquino government." 

Almost immediately after, 
the Sogo Shosha, the association 
of Japan's largest trading 
conglomerates, followed suit with 
the promise to increase the 
amount of its members' imports 
from the Philippines to $1.03 
billion. It also assured the 
President that many of its 
members would be bringing in 
soon more investments in various 
industries and agri-businesses in 
the country. 

Development assistance 

The proffered help from the 
Japanese government for the 
country's development consisted of: 

1. $252 million (4(1.4 billion 
yen) — for a coal-fired power plant 
In Calaca, Batangas, with four 
percent interest rate and a 20-year 
repayment schedule with a 10-year 
grace period; 

2. $195 million (P3.9 
billion) — counterpart fund of 
Japanese commodity loans to the 
Philippines rural-based employment 
programs; 

3 . $309 million ( 49.7 billion

The prime minister also said 
that his government plans to double 
the number of Philippine trainees 
in agriculture from -30 to 60 next 
year, dispatch a mission to study 
the flood control master plan for 
Metro Manila, -and send a 
comprehensive economic mission for 
future cooperation between the two 
countries. 

Investments and trade 

During the luncheon tendered 
in her honor by top leaders of 
Japanese business at the Imperial 
Motel on the second day of her 
visit, the President was informed 
that they had slowed down their 
business operations in the 
Philippines and many of them even 
pulled out their investments 
altogether because of lose of 
confidence in the deposed Marcos 
regime. 

But that since her assumption 
of the presidency they have 
regained their confidence and they 


now foresee a future full of bright 
prospects for the country. 
Consequently they want to 
participate again in the economic 
activities of the country. 

Among the corporate giants 
which disclosed their plans in the 
country were: 

Marubeni which wants to 
double its investments and which 
expressed interest in textiles, 
biotechnology, agri-business, 

marine projects, garments, and 
tourism development; - 

Sumitomo which intends to 
engage in agri-business, particularly 
fish and prawn culture; 

C. Itoh which is interested in 
tourism dovolopmont in Palawan 
and in truck manufacturing; 

Nissan lwai which is 
interested in canning pineapples, 
production of transmission parts, 
and production of ramie; 

Mitsubishi which wants to 
increase its importation of 
non-trade items by about $50 
million more, and to invest in 
tourism projects; and

In her remarks before the 
officers and members of the 
Financial Executives of the 
Philippines (FINEX) who called on 
her at Malacanang, the President 
cited the efforts she has taken to 
revive the economy, adding that 
my government can only do so 
much." 

In the private enterprise 
economy that you domnndod nnd 
fought for and won, it is you, 
private business, that must hit the 
homeruns and pile up the scores. It 
is now your turn at the bat," the 
President emphasized. 

The President told the 
executives' group, headed by its 
president, Mr. Ricardo Librea, that 
in the past six weeks, she had 
travelled far and wide to seek 
moral and financial support for 
the oountry. She expressed her 
gratitude to Indonesian President 
Suharto and to Prime Minister Lee 
Kuan Yew of Singapore when she 
made official visits to their 
countries, last September, for 
giving her valuable Insights 
regarding the Philippines' current 


problem with insurgency, a 

problem which Indonesia had 

similarly faced come years ago. 
She disclosed that the two ASEAN 
leaders freely shared their 

experiences with her. 

On an urgent mission to 
secure peace and political stability 
for the country, the President said 
she was compelled to undertake 
a pilgrimage of peace to our 
very own estranged brothers and 
sisters in Jolo and in the 
Cordlllorns." She nddod that hor 
meetings with MNLF leader Nur 
Misuari and rebel ex-priest 
Conrado Balweg gave her more 
hope for peace and for the 
non-violent approach to settlement 
of differences. 

The President also recalled 
to the executives her gruelling 
nine-working day visit to the 
United States last Sept. 19 to 27

A REMARKABLE SUCCESS 


A REMARKABLE success. 

This is the judgement of 
observers on the results of 
President Aquino's official visit to 
the United States last September 
19 to 27. 

Agriculture Minister Ramon 
Mitra said that President Aquino's 
nine-day visit to the US enabled 
her to make a conquest of the 
American political power base, 
financial community, and academe. 

"There is no way to quantify 
the value of the visit at this 
time," Minister Mitra said," but 
the returns in goodwill and in 
dollars are going to be 
considerable." 

Among the "dollar returns" 
were the $200 million, financial 
assistance allocated by the House 
of Representatives immediately 
after delivering her well-received 
speech before the joint session of 
the US Congress. The 
appropriation was later passed by 
the Seriate and then approved by 
President Reagan. 

The American president also 
pledged to release as soon as 
possible a $100-million portion of 
the bases' rentals, $50 million in 
military assistance, $20 million in 
medical supplies and services, and 
$18.5 million for rural, water 
systems. Most of these pledges 
has already been received by the 
Philippine government as of this 
writing. 

A warm welcome everywhere 
was given to President Aquino 
during her official visit to the US. 
Her visit took her to four key 
American cities: San Francisco, 

Washington DC, New York and 
Boston. 

While in the US, President 
Aquino: 

a) received full assurances of 
support for the Philippines 
government from US President 
Ronald Reagan who told her that 
he feels "bullish" about the 
Philippines; 

b) met with top officials of 
the World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund who agreed to help 
support her economic initiatives; 


c) appealed for continued US 
aid to the Philippines as she 
addressed a joint session of the 
US Congress where she was given 
a standing ovation, 

d) reiterated before her 

American audience that she will 
not seek election even as she 
thanked American media for its 
role in helping restore democracy 
in the Philippines; 

e) appealed to US 

businessmen to invest in the 
Philippines; 

f) assured US bankers that 

the Philippines will honor all its 

legitimate obligations even as she 
appealed for easier terms on the 
payment of its $26-billion debt; 

g) stressed before her 
American audience that she will 
continue her policy of trying to 
obtain peace with Philippine rebels 
through non-violent means; 

h) paid a sentimental visit to 
the Boston home where she and 
her late husband lived during their 
three-year exile in that city; 

i) extolled Filipinos for their 
dedication to the cause of 
freedom as she addressed a group 
that included Filipino-Americans; 

j) vowed as she addressed an 
audience of human rights lawyers 
that human rights will never again 
be abused or curtailed in the 
Philippines; 

k) pledged as she addressed 
the General Assembly of the 
United Nations that the Philippines 
would support any action the 
international community will take 
to hasten the advent of peace and 
freedom in South Africa and to 
show solidarity with its people; 

l) predicted before hn 
audience of Filipino-Americans 
that an economic miracle would 
soon take place in the Philippines; 
and, 

m) stressed before journalists 
the necessity first of a ceasefire 
by Communist-led rebels before 
the Philippine government would 
start peace negotiations with 
them. 

Honorary doctorate degrees 
in law were conferred upon her by 


two of the most prestigioi 
universities in the US. These ai 
Boston University and Fordhai 
University. Mayor Edward I. Rod 
also presented to her the city 
Eleanor Roosevelt Human Riehl 
Award. 

"I have come to America , 
share with its people our prou 
memories of how we won bai 
democracy and the excitement 
building a new country. I h 
come here also to thank 
American people for their pray^ 
and their cheers as we Filipin 
advanced to freedom in i 
country," President Aquino said, 
her arrival statement at the Sa 
Francisco airport, September 16. 

Flying to New York, she mb 
with IMF Manager Jacques di 
Larosiere and World Ba 
President Barber Conable ai 
conducted negotiations for a nt, 
standby facility from the IM! 
worth $508 million. 

She ' also met there 
same day US Vice President 
George Bush who assured her th;

She also spoke of how a 
^. r0Ic . People struggled and 
offered to give their lives and 
regain democracy. But she added 
that to preserve it, America must 
also do its share so the Philippines 
may stand "as a shining testament 
to our two nations' commitment 
to freedom." 

Her speech was interrupted 
by applause 13 times and she was 
given two standing ovations. Many 
us . congressmen and senators 
praised her speech as one of the 
best they had listened to. Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill called it the 
greatest he has ever heard in all 
his 34 years in the House. Moved 
by her address, the US House of 
Representatives approved that day 
f" a PPr°priation measure granting 
the Philippine? an additional $200 
million in aid.

Toyo Menka which wants to 
import more Philippine coffee. 

It was Trade Minister Jose 
Concepcion, Jr. who asked during 
the President's conference with the 
Sogo Shosha members that Japan 

increase its imports from the 

Philippines and improve access to 
its markets. 

Concepcion pointed out that 
of Japan's total importation of 
$103 billion, only the portion of 

$875 million comes from the 

Philipines. The balance of trade 
between the two countries however, 
Is still in favor of the Philippines 
by $141.7 million. And as of now 
Japan is the country's second 
biggest trading partner (next to 
the United States). 

The leaders of several other 
business organizations, including 
those of the "Japan Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry (JCCI), also 
met with the Chief Executive and 
informed her that they were 
completely convinced with the 
stability of her government. It is 
for this reason, they said, that 
they reiterate their support for her 
economic recovery program and 
urge the Japanese government to 
do the same. 

JCCI President Noboru Gotoh 
declared thdt "we are completely 
convinced about the President's 
statements regarding the political 
stability" of the Philippines and 
that the "misunderstanding" about 
the supposed political unrest only 
"arose from media reports." 

On her part, the President 
told the conference about 
improvements in the national 
economy which her government has 
been able to introduce since its 
assumption of office. 

Inflation has been reduced to 
only one percent, she pointed out, 
foreign exchange rate has been 
stabilized to only a little over P20 
to the dollar, capital flight has 
stopped, IMF has approved a 
$508-million standby agreement, 
and the World Bank has extended a 
new loan of $300 million. 

She nddod that her 
government has also initiated 
structural reforms in the economy 
among which are the liberalization 


of trade, privatization of 
government corporations, and the 
setting up soon of a one-stop shop 
which would provide incentives to 
investors and facilitate the 
processing of applications for 
business ventures. 

Press Secretary Teodoro C. 
Benigno disclosed that the luncheon 
meeting turned out to be the 
biggest ever help in Japan for any 
visiting government dignitary.

He exchanged a few 
words with everyone of them.

stressed mat Filipinos and 
Americans drink from the common 
font of democracy. 

At St. Ignatius, Boston 
College where she spoke the next 
day, she told her audience that 
she found much hope and strength 
in her Christian faith. She also 
thanked the residents of Boston 
for making her late husband's 
three-year stay there very 
pleasant. 

Flying once more to New 
York, she received another 
doctorate degree, honoris causa. 
Speaking to a crowd that included 
7,000 Filipino-Americans, she 
praised Filipinos for their 
dedication to freedom. She also 
predicted an economic miracle in 
the future for the Philippines. 

At the New York Westin 
Hotel, before the Lawyers 
Committee For Human Rights, she 
said that it was her duty as 
President to eliminate insurgency 
in the Philippines. But this would 
not be at the expense of the 
human rights of Filipinos. 

Addressing the United 
Nations General Assembly she 
expressed her concern about 
human rights violations, in South 


Africa. She told the UN delegates: 
The lesson in my country and so 
many other places such as 
Argentina, whose President 
Alfonsin recently visited Manila, is 
that every act of repression reaps 
its final return. In the end, human 
values cannot be held down. They 
could not be in Argentina. The, 
could not be in the Philippines. 
They will not be in Africa." 

Flying to San Francisco on 
the last leg of -her visit, she spoke 
at a reception in her honor at 
Muscony Hotel. The reception was 
hosted by San Francisco Mayor 
Dianne Fenstein. There, she 
reassured her audience about the 
continued political stability of the 
Philippines. 

She said: "Do not be misled 
or discouraged by the antics and 
importunings of a handful of 
malcontents in Manila. Or of their 
ilk demonstrating outside the hall 
tonight. We are moving forward 
steadily and on course... In less 
than one year, we will have 
returned the country from a 
dictatorship to a full 
constitutional government. Such a 
government will provide the 
framework for economic 
recovery." 

As she ended her nine-day 
visit, she told journalists that she 
sought peace with the New 


People's Army. But if they would 
not negotiate, she would have to 
resort to military action against 
tnem.

PROCLAIMING A ONE-TIME REAL PROPERTY TAX 
AMNESTY SUBJECT TO CERTAIN CONDITIONS 


WHEREAS, there is a substantial amount of 
revenue in the form of delinquent real property 
taxes due and collectible by the government; 

WHEREAS, the grant of tax amnesty to certain 
delinquent real property taxpayers would not only 
encourage settlement of the unpaid real property 
taxas but also nccolorato the collection thereof; 

WHEREAS, to ensure that henceforth real 
property tax laws would be complied with strictly, 
no further real property tax amnesty shall be 
granted; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, CORAZON C. AQUINO, 
President of the Philippines, do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. A one-time real property tax 
amnesty is hereby granted to real property taxpayers 
delinquent in the payment of real property taxes 
payable as of December 31, 1985 with respect .to 
the following real properties: 

(a) Those which are undeclared and subject to 
back taxes; 

(b) Those which are declared but the real 
property taxes thereon have not been paid; and 

(c) Those included in public auctions conducted 
by local governments but were not purchased 
by private persons or entities. 

Filly pnroiinlum (, r >(l°o) of I lie iioeimiiilii tnd 
delinquent real property taxes, and the entire 
amount of punaltloa as of Docombor 31, 1005 shall 
be condoned. Subject to such rules and regulations 
as may be promulgated by the Minister of Finance 
The- amount due under this amnesty may be paid in 
installments. Should any installment not be paid on 
its due date, the total unpaid balance of the 
delinquent real property taxes and the entire amount 
of pdiiHltlcm ahull booome automti lioally due end 
demandablo and shall be enforced in accordance with 
law. 

SECTION 2. Tho amnosty for delinquent real 
property taxpayers shall not apply to any of the 
following: 

(a) Delinquent roal properties which havo boon 
disposed of at public auction to satisfy the 


SECTION 3. The application for the real 
property tax amnesty shall be filed in the form 
prescribed by the Minister of Finance at the 
Office of the Treasurer of the Local 
Government unit where the real property is 
situated. 

SECTION 4. Any taxpayer who avails himself of 
this tax amnesty shall be exempt from any civil 
criminal and administrative liability arising from 
violation of the Real Property Tax Code but only 
with respect to real properties declared under this 
amnesty. 

SECTION 5. The amnesty granted herein may 
be availed of only until December 31, 1986. 

Thereafter, no further real property tax amnesty 
shall be granted and the administrative or judicial 
remedies provided for by law to collect the 
delinquent real property taxes shall be strictly 
enforced. 

SECTION 6. The Minister of Finance shall 
promulgate the necessary rules and regulations to 
implement this Executive Order. 

SECTION 7. All laws, orders, issuances, rules 
and regulations or parts thereof which are 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Executive 
Order are hereby repealed or modified accordingly. 

SECTION 8. This Executive Order shall take 
effect immediately.

t e chniq ues in the construction of 
public works projects in the rural 
areas. This means the harnessing 
oi manpower instead of 
horsepower in doing the work 
wherever this is possible. 

It is true that machines do 
the work much faster, the MPWH 
explained. But for every machine 
used, it added, a number of 
Filipino workers is displaced. And 
it is instead the labor of the 
country that manufactures the 
machine which is being tapped. 

Under the CEDP, the MPWH 
is reducing to the lowest possible 
level the dependence on machine 
without however sacrificing quality 
in the work. 

Of course, the shift is not 
all that simple. Rigorous studies 
have to be conducted to achieve 
the optimum benefit in the 
trade-off. The study includes the 
timetable for work on each 
project, identification of manually 
operated tools and implements 
needed by the laborers which 
would equal or approximate the 
work output of a machine, and 
o termination whether manpower 
can accomplish the job according 
to engineering specifications, or if 
the use of a machine would still 
be necessary in one phase or 
another of the undertaking. 


CEDP Projects 

Community residents 

themselves choose their own 

projects under the Program as 
determined by their peculiar needs 
and priorities. This is done 

through the municipal and 

provincial selection committees 
headed by the mayor and 

governor, respectively. 

The projects have to conform 
to the economic development plan 
of the new government for the 
next six-and-a-half years. This 
long-term plan has basically 

similar objectives as the CEDP, 
which is to promote rural 
development, alleviate poverty, 

generate employment, increase 

productivity, and improve living 

conditions. 


Roads 

Part of the CEDP is the 
construction or improvement of 
roads to make markets more 
accessible to farmers, thus, 
encouraging increased agricultural 
production. 

Under the plan some 4,400 
kilometers of feeder roads will be 
built and 3,380 kilometers will be 
repaired. Another 176 kilometers 
of national roads will also be 
constructed together with 23 
bridges, and 1,169 \ilometers of 
national roads will be repaired. 

At present the country has a 
total of 161,637 kilometers of 
roads, 26,243 kilometers of these 
are national roads, 28,369 
i'!. 0 o I ?, eter ! are Provincial roads, 
lb, 811 kilometers are city and 
municipal roads, and 90,214 
kilometers are barangay roads. 

Feeder Ports 

The country today has 554 
feeder ports throughout the 
archipelago. Finding the need for 
much more, the CEDP will build 
close to 100 new feeder ports. 

Most of the existing ports 
are in a state of disrepair or 
lack basic facilities. While their 
operations aro not profitable, 
they are to be improved by the 
CEDP because of their 
indispensability to the economic 
activities and the development of 
the locality.

Schoolbuil dings 

There are now 239,814 
classrooms in public elementary 
schools throughout the country 
housing about 8.27 million pupils. 
Enrollment in public elementary 
schools increases by approximately 
2.2 percent per year 

The number of the increment 
necessitates also the increase in 
the number of classrooms by 
about 5,000 a year. 

In addition, there is the need 
for the replacement of dilapidated’ 
rooms which come up to about 
three percent of the total every 
year. About 10 percent of the 
classrooms has also to be repaired 
or rehabilitated. 

The CEDP then will build! 
6,688 new classrooms, and repair 
4,525 more. Together with this 
project, some 1,380 health 
centers will also be 
under the Program.

"THE ministry of public works and 
highways is the engineering and 
construction arm of government, 
and it is my objective to get the 
ministry to operate more 
effectively and to accomplish 
more." 

This, the new minister of 
public works and highways Vicente 
R. Jayme declared in an interview 
recently as he outlined the new 
policies that should help the 
ministry not only get a "new 
image" - but become an agency 
that would give the country the 
best possible infrastructure 
facilities. 

"The MPWH is the government 
agency that builds bridges, roads, 
classrooms, and flood control 
systems for public use. And I 
intend to see to it that these 
projects are built well," Minister 
Jayme stressed. 

Citing the experience of other 
countries, Minister Jayme observed 
that there is a strong correlation 
between the quality and 
availability of a country's 
infrastructure and the state of its 
development. 

"This is due to the fact that 


economic activity in a country is 
largely dependent on roads, 
bridges, .ports and wharves, 

irrigation canals, dams and the 

like," he added. 

"All Infrastructure projects 

must then be well-built," Minister 

Jayme said, otherwise, they become 
more expensive for government to 
put and maintain." 

"Well-built infrastructure 
projects will surely help a lot to 
improve the quality of life of the 
people," Minister Jayme said. 

To realize this objective. 
Minister Jayme said that he Swill 
make sure that the funds alloted 
for these projects really go to the 
projects." 

Minister Jayme also said that 
he is aware about the negative 
reports on the ministry, but he 
believes that despite these reports, 
there are many good men, and 
women - professionals, who if 
given the opportunity to use their 
skills and capabilities, will surely 
be effective, 

"While there Is great need to 
investigate anomalies, and go after ' 
grufters, tills will not bo tho main 
task of the new MPWH minister," 


Minister Jayme stressed. 

"Rather, it is my objective to 
see to it that the ministry 
functions well," he said. "Of 
courso, the two are interrelated," 

"Over time, Minister Jayme 
said, "the community must have 
to get involved more milltantly in 
monitoring the projects of the 
ministry, for in the end, it is the 
people in the rural areas and the 
business community, most 
specially who suffer, Minister 
Jayme added.- 

Minister Jayme disclosed that 
he shall call upon the different 
civic groups and professional 
organizations to join the crusade, 
to reduce the 'shenanigans', "he 
said. 

He said that socio-civic 
organizations like NAMFREL, the 
Jaycees, the Rotary Clubs in all 
areas, the local governmens, the 
provincial economic councils, and 
other professional groups will be 
requested to help."

deemed appropriate by the NCC. 

6.2.1 Each committee shall consist of five 
members -- one chairperson and two 
members mutually accepted by both 
parties, and one representative each 
from the NPA and the NAFP. 

6.2.2 Their powers and functions shall be as 
follows; to act in accordance with the 
implementing guidelines drawn up by 
the NCC; to adjudicate subject to 
appeal to the NCC; and to act on 
emergencies unless their decisions are 
reversed by the NCC within 
twenty-four (24) hours upon receipt 
of notice. 

Sanctions 

7. All violators of this Agreement shall be subject 
Sa M^ 0nS ‘ Before the effectivity of the ceasefire, 

tne NCC shall draw up guidelines governing the 
imposition of sanctions subject to approval by the 
two panels. Each side shall impose the appropriate 
punishment to its offending members to the 
satisfaction of the ceasefire committees. 

Publication and Announcement 

8. This Agreement shall be published in full in two 
major national daily newspapers chosen by the two 
negotiating parties, and circularized to the NDF and 
to all the major services commanders of the NAFP 
a? well .as all branches of local government. 

Good Faith and Cooperation 

9. Violations notwithstanding, the GRP-NDF peace 
talks shall continue. Formal discussions on the 
substantive aspects of the peace talks, including 
drawing up a joint agenda, shall commence within 
thirty (30) days of the signing of this Agreement. 

Effectivity 

10. The preliminary ceasefire shall be signed on 27th 
November 1986, and shall take effect at twelve 
o'clock noon on 10th December 1986. Any party to 
this Agreement may terminate the same for cause 
by written notice to the other. Such notice shall be 
published in all the major daily newspapers and 
announced over television and radio. Such withdrawal 
shall tako effect forty-eight (48) hours from receipt 
of said notice. 

Governance Before Effectivity 

11. From the time of the signing of this Agreement 
to the date of its effectivity, the following steps 
shall be taken; 

11.1 The Issuance of safe conduct passes and 
accreditation documents;

I the root causes of these problems, we are both 
committed to eliminating them. It is from this 
commitment that our peace negotiations should 
stem, a commitment devoid of the gun, but 
nonetheless made more powerful by the support and 
inspiration of our people. 

The government takes cognizance of the 
i statement made by you in your letter that the NDF 
does not seek to gain concessions for itself or its 
' leaders or members. Yet, we regret that under item 
D of that same letter you ask to share power thru 
a coalition government, to have a new constituent 
I assembly in total disregard of the task duly 
I concluded in the Constitutional Commission, to have a 
l n ew document other than the 1986 constitution 
| already scheduled for the people's plebiscite on 
I February 2 this year, and to have a regular 
government other than the present government 
under. President Corazon C. Aquino. 

This government got its mandate thru people's 
power. They fought the elections of February 7, 
1986 despite massive frauds and terrorism. They 
joined the revolution that came after from February 
22 to 25 against tanks and guns and tear gas. They 
won despite grave peril to their lives and liberties. 
This government will continue that unfinished 
revolution - to recover from the depths of crisis and 
to take the necessary steps to right the wrongs of 
the past for the common cause and prosperity of 
the nation. But it will not do so thru an unfounded 
and illogical demand for a coalition government. For 
the Filipino has only one government, one flag, one 
constitution. There can be no other. 

We trust that you who are concerned with the 
voice of the people - respect the mandate of the 
people. And in the same manner that we in 
government are pledged to extend to you not only 
the hand of friendship but also due consideration of 
.your cause and the reforms to respect and recognize 
this government which stands for all the people in 
the land. 

Government is pledged to carry out the 
reforms mentioned in the Annexes, but in the 
process we consult not only with you but also with 
other groups and sectors who share the same vision 
stated in the beginning of this letter — to help turn 
the same into reality. For love of country is not the 
monopoly of any one group, and the push for needed 
reforms Is not limited to any one sector. If we 
therefore determine to pursue peace together we 
can more easily attain progress together. 

Given the gravity of our national problems, and 
considering the time frame within which we are 
working - we suggest that our joint agenda 

concentrate as a beginning to two attainable 
objectives that most strongly address the needs of 
our people. These are in our view: 

1. Land Reform. We have our Land Reform 
Program, you have yours. There must be some 
willingness on both sides to compromise on details 
while adhering to basic principles. 

2. Industrialization. The government is 
oommitted to Industrialization based on sound 
agricultural development. Your problem also calls for 


the main basis for economic development. Again, we j|,| 
can try to bridge differences without sacrificing the 
essence of our respective programs. 

Needless to say, we can better attain the 
sound fulfillment of these programs only if we 
attain a settlement to the armed conflict, including 
arms, which we can take up as integral parts of 1 

either or both programs. . j 

This is without prejudice to taking up other i 

vital issues embodied in our two letters of December 
z3 as circumstances may allow. 1 

Also, - since this government's continuing ; i| 
concern is the welfare of all citizens, its program to 
extend benefits to our members remain: I 

1. Education. We are pledged to help those 

amongst you - especially the children of those who 
have fallen in battle, to send them to appropriate 
schools. Not only to primary and elementary levels j 
but also to collegiate levels, to the University of the 
Philippines or other State Colleges, and for desirous 
scholars to universities abroad. We are making 
proper arrangements for possible enrollment in some ; 

private institutions where specialized courses are i. 

desired. We owe it to the youth to give them this 
opportunity. 

2. Medication. If any of your members are 
wounded, if they are sick with malaria or other 
illness - we are ready to extend the necessary care 
or hospitalization. 

3. Cooperatives. This may or may not be a 
component of land reform. But arrangements can be 
made for you to set up self reliant cooperatives, say 
a hundred members or so per unit, with initial 
assistance of the government. Credit, Technical Aid, 

Trade facilities, and others. We are tapping advice 
from successful entities in other places like Israel, 
and government's concern is to make all our 
cooperatives, learning from the mistakes of the past, I 
vital instruments for uplifting the incomes of people 

and broadening the base for social justice. 

4. Manpower Training. As we envision the 

economy to pick up from crisis, we can generate 
more jobs. But studies show that our human resource 
sadly lacks skills. And where skills are obtained, the 
Filjpino has proven himself with satisfaction and 

excellence. This is also a vital component of 
modernized farming and industrialization, and 
government extends this service to those amongst 
your members who desire such training. 

Let us make peace, not war. For the past 
month hn3 shown that our people desire and deserve 
meaningfully tranquility not conflict. They are 
content with a plural society - peaceful, not 
warlike. They want reforms, not revolution. For the 
fascist dictator is gone - and the enemies that 

remain like poverties and social imbalances and 

foreign intervention - can best be addressed in the 
peaceful process of democracy. Give peace a chance.

As of this writing the two panels have already 
started the preliminaries of the talks at Jeddah, 
Saudi Arabia, under the auspices of the Organization, 
of Islamic Countries. The main part of the 
negotiations, however, is expected to be conducted 
in Manila or in Mindanao. 

Peace with the braves 

Just about a week after her successful talks 
with the Muslim dissidents, the President sat down 
in a cordial meeting on September 13 with 

renegade Roman Catholic priest Conrado Batwog, 
loader of 1 no Cordillera People's Liberation Army 
(CPLA), at the Mt. Data Lodge in the Mountain 
Province. 

Already convinced with the government's 
sincerity and desirous himself of peace and progress 
for his people, Fr. Balweg readily signed the peace 
agreement with the government. 

On December 16, the President and Balweg 
met again, this time at Malacanang. In this meeting 
the President authorized the CPLA with its members 
of about 1,000 men to be a peacekeeping forcr in 
the Cordilleras. 

President Aquino also confirmed to Fr. Balweg 
that the Cordilleras, would be allowed sufficient 
autonomy in government. She also assured the 
Cordillera citizenry that their area shall be 

protected from encroachments and exploitation by 
lowlanders. 

As in the csige with the MNLF, "Butz" Aquino 
also led in the negotiations with the CPLA and in 
laying the grounds for the peace agreement. 



Accord with the Reds 

Then, finally, came up the National Democratic 
Front (NDF), representing the Communist P.arty of 
the Philippines, the New People's Army, and 
allegedly 12 other constituent organizations of the 
left. 

After days and nights of intense discussions 
NDF negotiators former journalists Antonio Zumel, 
Saturnino Ocampo, and Carolina Malay Ocampo, and 
government representatives (GRP) Agriculture and 
Food Minister Ramon Mitra, Jr., Commission on 
Audit Chairman Teofisto Guingona, and Maria Serena 
Diokno (on behalf of her father former Senator Jose 
Diokno who is ill) hammered out and signed a 
60-day coosefiro agreemont on November 27. The 
date coincided with the 54th bifthday anniversary of 
the late Ninoy Aquino. 

The truce with the Reds was to take effect 
starting December 10 and extendable beyond the 
60-day period should both sides find it necessary for 
the success of the process. (Full text of the 
agreement is reproduced on page 6 of this issue.) 

Immediately after the signing of the truce, a 
national ceasefire committee was created. The body 
is entrusted with the task of overseeing the faithful 
compliance by both sides of the terms and 
conditions of the agreement. 

Named to this committee were Bishop Antonio 
Fortich of Bacolod as Chairman, and Augusto 
Almeda Lopez, vice-president of the ABS-CBN 
network as vice chairman. Members are Dean Irene 
Cortez of the University of the Philippines, Philippine 
Constabulary Chief Maj. Gen. Renato de Villa, and 
Francisco Pascual of the NDF.

Stocks trading . 

The business sector's bouyant 
attitude towards the new 
dispensation, however, was better 
expressed in the country's two 
bourses, the Manila and Makati 
stock markets. 

Everyday since President 
Aquino revamped her cabinet, 
starting with the removal of Mr. 
Enrile last November, and up to 
the last trading day of 1986, stock 
prices went arising at remarkable 
rates. They would slide down only 
a bit occasionally to effect some 
corrections. 

Near the end of the year the

phenomenal 168 ^er cent. 

Heavy trading took place on 
mining and oil issues. Mining stocks 
made the heftiest gains which 
reached 107.90 points thereby 
setting a new level of 2,598.2 
points at the Manila Stock 
Exchange. The commercial and 
industrial issues also went on 
strong all the way with only a 
few of them losing a few points. 

All the signs are there that 
the bullish course of the market 
would continue and make even 
more progress in the incoming 
year. The cause of the optimism 
is traced to the success of the 
government in effecting the 
ceasefire and peace agreements 
with the Cordillera, Muslim, and 
oommunist rebu’s; tho marked 
improvements in the performance 


of the economy, and the entry of 
more foreign and domestic 
investments in 1987. 

1987 prospects 

With , the reforms and 
innovations being introduced in the 
system, Trade and Industry 
Minister Jose Concepcion, Jr. 
foresees a higher degree of 
progress in all sectors of the 
economy in 1987. 

Industry is calculated to 
grow by 9.07 per cent or from the 
production level of P28.41 billion 
as of the end of 1986 to 
something like P30.99 billion by 
the end of next year. This would 
generate about 350,000 new jobs 
especially in the manufacturing 
and construction sectors which are 
labor intensive.

ocratic revolution that threw out 
a dictator and oapturod the 
world's imagination, President 
Aquino was chosen by Time 
magazine "Woman of the Year" 
fpr 1986. 

It was the third time in the 
year that the President was 
accorded such an honor by 
prestigious media institutions 
abroad. 

In May she was cited 
Woman of the Year" by 
Vogue magazine which is also an 
American publication of worldwide 
circulation as the Time. During 
her trip to Japan last November 
she was similarly cited "Woman of 
the Year" by the NHK 
Broadcasting Network of Japan. 
Mrs. Aquino is the first 
non-Japanese national to have 
been bestowed the honor. 

It was disclosed by Time 
authorities that USSR Chief of 
State Mikhail Gorbachev was also 
a top contender for the award but 
that Mrs. Aquino eventually won 
over him. 

President Aquino is the third 
of Time's "Woman of the Year" 
honorees since the award's 
creation in 1927. The first was 
Wallis Warfield Simpson, the 
American divorcee whom King 
Edward VIII of England married 
and abdicated the English throne 

for on December 11, 1936. The 

second is the reigning English 
monarch Queen Elizabeth II who 
assumed the English throne upon 
the death of her father, King 
George VI, on February 2. 1952. 

The Time feature on the 
President is a three-part article 
of 15 pages with several colored 
and black-and-white photos which 
included those of the four-day 

February revolution at the EDSA. 

President Aquino, the Time 
said, led a fairytale revolution 
that had the world in suspended 
disbelief, and then carried on to the 
highest office of the lend by 

"People Power," surprised everyone 
with her inner spiritual strength. 

Aooording to Time also she 1 
had transformed herself in just 30 ;

Construction is also expected 
to recover and improve by 25.5 
per cent or from P3.8 billion in 
1986 to P4.53 billion in the 
coming year. What would provide 
tho Impetus for this growth are 
the P4.1 billion . that the 
government has allotted for mass 
housing and the estimated P16 
billion that would go to private 
and public construction works. 

Manufacturing should also go 
up by at least seven per cent or 
from P21.7 billion in 1986 to P23.2 
billion in 1987, according to the 
trade minister. Citing an indicator 
in the recovery of this sector, 
Concepcion said that the value of 
its production last September rose 
by a significant 13 per cent over 
that of the same period last year. 

Mining and quarrying are 
likewise projected for greater 
productivity, estimated at 3.03 per 
cent or from P1.62 billion this 
year to PI. 75 billion next year. 

In foreign trade Concepcion 
foresees an increase in exports by 
about 35 per cent or from 1986 's 
$4,592 billion to $6.2 billion next 
year. This is much higher than 
NEDA's estimate of about $5 
billion. 

With all those Initial 
accomplishments of tho economy 
and its prospects in the immediate 
future, Concepcion said, the 
success of President Aquino's 
national economic rocovory 
program is quite assured. (JJRN)

Commenting on the people

FURTHER AMENDING CERTAIN SECTIONS 
OF THE NATIONAL INTERNAL REVENUE CODE 
AS AMENDED 

WHEREAS, there is a need to simplify the 
sales tax structure to effect better compliance and 
administration; 

WHEREAS, to recoup the differential arising 
from the simplification of the sales tax structure 
with respect to automobiles, there is a need to 
impose an additional excise tax on certain 
automobiles; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, CORAZON C. AQUINO, 
President of the Philippines, do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. Section 162, subparagraph (c), of 
the National Internal Revenue Code, as amended, is 
hereby further amended to read as follows: 

"(c) Imported articles. -- When the 
articles are imported, the percentage taxes 
established in Section 163 of this Code shall be 
paid in advance by the importer prior to the 
release of such articles from customs custody, 
based on the total value used by the Bureau of 
Customs in determining tariff and customs " 
duties, including customs duties and other 
charges. On the original sale, barter, exchange 
or transfer of such imported articles by the 
importer himself, there shall be levied, assessed 
and collected a sales tax at the same rate on 
the gross value in money of the articles so 
sold, bartered, exchanged or transferred: 
Provided, That the tax paid in advance by the 
importer shall be credited against the sales tax 
due on the original sale. The tax required to 
be paid herein shall not apply to articles to be 
used by the importer himself in the 
manufacture or preparation of articles subject 
to excise tax (except automobiles) under Title 
IV of this Code: Provided: further. That where 
the National Economic and Development 
Authority certifies to the availability of local 
raw materials of sufficient quantity, 
comparable quality and price lo meet the 
needs of manufacturers subject to excise tax, 
the importation of such raw materials shall be 
subject to the tax herein imposed." 

SECTION 2. Section 163 of the National 
Internal Revenue Code, as amended, is hereby further 
amended lu toud uu follows: \ 


Section 163. Percentage tax on original 
sales of articles. —There shall be levied, 
assessed and collected, once only on every 
original sale, barter, exchange, or similar 
transaction for nominal or valuable 
consideration intended to transfer ownership of, 
or 1111,1 l,J ' tho articles, heroin below 
enumerated a tax based on the gross selling 
price or gross value in money of the articles 
so sold, bartered, exchanged, or transferred, 
such tax to be paid by the manufacturer, 
producer or importer: 

(1) Thirty percent (30%), on the following 
non-essential articles: 

(a) All articles commonly or 
commercially known as jewelry, whether real 
or limitation, pearls, precious and 
semi-precious stones and imitations thereof; 
articles made of, or ornamented, mounted or 
fitted with, precious metals or imitations 
thereof or ivory (not including surgical and 
dental instruments, silver-plated wares, frames 
or mountings for spectacles or eyeglasses, and 
dental gold or gold alloys and other precious 
metals used in filling, mounting or fitting of 
the teeth); opera glasses and lorgnettes. The 
term 'precious metals' shall include platinum, 
gold, silver, ana other metals of similar or 
greater value. The term "imitations thereof' 
shall include platings and alloys of such metals. 

(b) Perfumes, essences, extracts, toilet 
waters, cosmetics, hair dressings, hair dyes, hair 
restoratives, aromatic cachous, toilet powders, 
(except tooth and mouth washes, dentifrice, 
talcum and medicated toilet powders, hair oils 
ahd pomades). 

(c) Dice, mahjong sets and playing 

cards. 

(d) Jukeboxes. 

(e) Automobiles (except motor vehicles 
classified as trucks, jeeps and utility vehicles). 

A sale of an automobile shall, for purposes of 
this section, be considered as a sale of the 
chassis and of the body, together with parts 
and accessories with which the same is usually 
equipped, including the other parts and 
accessories permanently attached thereto at 
the time of the original sale. 

(f) Parts and accessories of automobiles 
which are primarily for ornamentation or 
embellishment. 

(g) Yachts and other vessels intended for 
pleasure or sports. 

(h) Harpsichords, accordions, pianos and 
electric or electronic musical organs. 

(i) Firearms and cartridges or other 
forms of ammunition. 

(j) Household-type electric vacuum 
cleaners or polishers. 

(k) Washing machines, clothes dryers and 
combination washing machine and clothes 
dryers of all types. 

(l) Textiles wholly or in chief value of 
silk, wool, or linen; nylon or other synthetic

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and/or chemical fabrics not intended for 
clothing; wool and silk hats; and furs and 
manufactures thereof.

This program, explained NEDA Minister Solita 
Monsod, is one of the key components of the 
government's medium-term development plan for the 
period from 1987 to 1992. It is growth-oriented and 
takes the rural sector as the base because it” is 
where some 70 percent of the country's population 
lives. It aims to provide jobs and in the process help 
achieve an annual growth rate of 6.8 percent in the 
gross national product between 1987 and 1992. 

The government has also secured a package of 
foreign assistance for the rehabilitation of the 
Cordillera ranges which has a population of about 
500,000. It is a grant of $20 million pledged by the 
Commission of the European Community (CEC) 
through the Ministry of Agriculture and Food. This 
grant is scheduled to bo released upon the signing of 
an agreement between the CEC and the government 
this month. 

Rehabilitation of the region under the CEC 
proposal includes the construction of infrastructures 
like roads, bridges, school-houses, irrigation systems, 
waterworks and other amenities that would help 
improve the quality of life of its people. 

Earlier, President Aquino set aside some 22,000 
hectares of idle lands for distribution to returning 
rebels in Mindanao. The amount of P18 million was 
also alloted to finance the project which includes 
helping the beneficiaries settle down with a means 
of livelihood.

Prior to his appointment, he served as 
minister-counselor for information with the rank 
of ambassador at the Philippine Embassy in 
Washington, D.C. 

A journalist of note, Secretary David started 
his career in writing as a cub reporter of the 
Philippines Herald. Later, he joined the Manila 
Times and covered practically every beat in the 
newspaper from 1956 to 1967. 

He left the Times in 1967 and helped found 
the Daily Star which he edited. At the same 
time, he wrote for the Copley News Service and 
occasionally for the Associated Press. Later he 
became a stringer for the Time-Life-Fortune 
publications, the Reader's Digest, the Observer of 
London, and the Fairchild Publications. 

Upon the proclamation of Martial Law in 
1972, he was one of the country's top journalists 
who were arrested and detained. He resumed his 
writing in 1976, as a columnist of the Daily Star, 
the Times Journal, and the Bulletin Today. He 
also wrote for Asiaweek and became radio 
stringer and TV coordinator for the NBC-News of 
which he eventually became a bureau chief in 
1984. 

Secretary David worked for the NBC-News 
until April 9, 1986 when he was "borrowed” by 
the new government to become an ambassador 
and to serve as the Philippine spokesman in the 
United States.

Secretary Gozo, on the other hand, is a 
1968 journalism graduate of the University of the 
Philippines. He was an American Field Service 
exchange scholar in 1963 and recipient of a 

Colombo Fellowship Grant to the News Editors 
Course at the BBC in London in 1971. 

Before joining the Aquino government, 

Secretary Gozo was a professor of broadcast 
journalism at the UP Institute of Mass 

Communications, lecturer in advertising and public 
relations at the Asian Institute of Journalism, 
vice-president and public relations director of the 
Ace-Compton Advertising, Inc., and professional 
PR and communications consultant to several 
government agencies and private enterprises, both 
domestic and International. 

He also worked as a staff member of the 
Daily Star In 1988, a broadcast writer for The 
Big News of Channel 5 from 1969 to 1972, TV 
public affairs director for IBC-TV 13 from 1973 
to 1974, and advertising account executive/PR 
manager from 1974 to 1986. 

Secretary Gozo is well known for his 
expertise in writing, directing and producing 
audio-visual materials.

Integrated National Police which 
under the new Constitution are to 
be merged and completely 
divorced from the military 
organization.

What eats up the largest 
chunk of all in the year's 
expenditures, however, is the 
servicing of the country's foreign 
loans which the deposed regime 
had incurred during its 20-year 
incumbency.

Deficit expenditure

government to incur a deficit of

percent of the estimated GNP for 


1987. The amount is intended to 
supplement the estimated revenues 
of P94.9 billion and enable the 
government to effect cash 
disbursements of PU4.7 billion. 

Without the debt servicing. 
Budget Minister Alberto G. 
Romulo said, the government 
would realize a surplus instead of 
a deficit in its finances for 1987.

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THEY were four days of People 
Power that changed the course of 
the future for the Filipino people 
and became a model for other 
peoples of tho world in the quest 
for freedom and democracy by a 
peaceful and bloodless process. 

They were the days of 
appointment with history when the 
Filipinos, by the power of love and 
not of hate, armed only witlj 
flowers and prayers, not with guns 
and curses, restored freedom, 
democracy, and hope to their 
benighted land. And regained 
confidence in themselves even as 
they win the awe and admiration 
of the whole world. 


Chief of Staff, Lt. Gen. Fidel V. 
Ramos break off from the regime 
of President Ferdinand Marcos and 
barricade themselves in Mr. 
Enrile's office at Camp Aguinaldo 
with about 300 armed security 
troops. It is four o'clock in the 
afternoon.

Reports 
have it that a big group of armed 
men wearing yellow T-shirts 
stormed the station's transmitter 
facility in Barangay Dakila, Malo- 
los, Bulacan, and completely de- 
stroyed its 60 KW AM and short 
wave transmitters. They also 
divested the employees of their 
cash and jewelry, and seized the 
guns of the security guards.

Veritas la up on the air again on 
12.42 KHZ AM and 94.7 MHZ 
FM, keeping its call sign and 


location, this time, a secret for 
obvious reasons. It continues to 
feature the shrill and now 
quivering voice of June Keithley. 

Halfway around the world at 
the Vatican, Pope John Paul II 
prays for a just and bloodless 
resolution of the Philippine crisis.

In the United States, 
American leaders who have 
opposed Mr. Marcos, led by 
former Presidents Jimmy Carter 
and Gerald Ford, declare their 
endorsement of the Enrile-Ramos' 
call for Mr. Marcos to resign the 
presidency. 


Hay 3 — 24 February 

A mass of people from all 
walks of life in concert with rebel 
military forces take over and 
occupy the Office of Media 
Affairs and MBS-4 compound on 
Bohol Avenue, overrunning the 
Marcos Loyalist troops defending 
it. And just a few hours later, 
the MBS radio and TV Stations 
are put into operation and back 
on the air, this time on the 
rebel's side, manned largely by 
the technicians of Radio Veritas. 

Preparations are now being 
made by the coalesced 
opposition parties to proclaim Mrs.

You cultivate the 
diversity that makes up the wealth 
of our culture, and encourage the 
individualism and pluralism that 
mark a true democracy. 

These important contributions 
that you have long been making 
have finally found their due 
recognition and support in the 
proposed Constitution's provisions 
on education. This is one more 
reason why I can. ask you

the strength of a democracy grows 
with the maturity and intelligence 
of its citizens. Freedom and 
learning go hand in hand. They, 
illuminate our lives and light the 
way to a happy future, just as the’ 
cultivation of ignorance was th 
instrument of the tyranny tha 
darkened our land. 

The clearest proof of this 
the darkened minds of the 
perpetrators of the last coup 
attempt.

Quisumbing has announced recently 
that plans are now underway for 
the implementation of free 
aducntion schamo up to high 
school. 

As mandated by the New 
Charter under Article XIV, Sec- 
tions 1-5, it is declared that "it 
is the duty of the state to pro- 
tect and promote the right and 
access of every citizen to quality 
education at all levels." 

Under the education provision 
of the Charter, it is also provided 
that the State shall find ways 
by which such education may be 
attained and made accessible to 
all like providing a system of free 
education in the elementary and 
high school levels. 

The State shall also provide 
scholarship grants and loans pro- 
grams especially for the under- 
privileged. 

Special training programs for 
the disabled and the out-of-school 


youth shall aibo be provided, with 
encouragement for non-formal 
study groups to suit the needs of 
the community. 

In ordor to give teeth to the 
provision, the national government, 
through the Ministry of Education, 
Culture and Sports has come up 
with the initial moves to 
implement the said objective. 

According to Minister Qui- 
sumbing, she has directed the 
Bureau of Secondary Education, 
headed by Director Esperanza 
Gonzales, to come up with the 
study on how to implement the 
government's free high school 
education program. 

At present, MECS Minister 
Quisumbing said that the program 
is benefiting children of barangay 
captains and council members as 
provided by the Local Government 
Code, 

Under the free high school 
education program, children of in- 
digent families will however be 


given priority as the program, 
though definitely scheduled for 
implementation this school year 
1987-1988 will set off only on a 
limited scale due to budget limi- 
tations. 

"Some city governments such 
as Manila and Bacolod have 
already been provided free secon- 
dary education," Minister Quisum- 
bing said. 

Although an amount to be

WHEREAS, the government's priority concern is 
the welfare of marginal and low Income famllios 
who are the intended boneflciarios of the National 
Shelter Program; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, CORAZON G. AQUINO, 
President of the Philippines, do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. The National Housing Authority 
shall suspend the collection of amortization 
arrearages and delinquency interests due and 
demandable as of December 31, 1986 from the

arrearages including those whose payment has been 
deferred under this Executive Order shall become 
immediately due and demandable. The now principal 
balances for the said accounts shall be the principal 
amounts outstanding as of December 31, 1986 and 
the monthly amortizations shall remain the same as 
those in the original contract documents. 

SECTION 3. The repayment periods as specified 
in the original contract documents for the delinquent 
accounts of the beneficiaries of social residential 
lots in designated projects as defined in Section 1 
above, shall be extended by a period equivalent to 
the number of monthly payments that are past due 
as of 31 December 1986. All other provision? of the 
contracts between the said beneficiaries and the 
National Housing Authority not related to the above 
amendment shall remain in force.

Gov’t, MNLF 
group agree 
on peace gab 

THE government and the reformist 
group of the Moro National 
Liberation Front (MNLF) have 
agreed to preserve peace in the 
latter's area of responsibility in 
Mindanao to "facilitate a political 
settlement of the issue of 
autonomy." 

In a joint statement signed 
by Minister Aquilino Pimentel, Jr., 
chairman of the Philippine panel 
for the Mindanao peace talks, and 
Dimas Pundato, chairman of the 
executive council of the MNLF 
(reformist group), it was also 
agreed that the political set- 
tlement of autonomy issue will be 
discussed between the two sides 
"subject to democratic proces- 
ses." 

They also agreed to hold the 
talks in Manila or elsewhere in 
the Philippines as may be mutually 
agreed upon on or before Feb. 9, 
1987. 

The signing of the agreement 
was witnessed by Macapanton 
Abbas, Jr., chairman, political and 
foreign affairs council of the 
MNLF; Napis Bidin, MNLF 
secretary general; and Deputy 
Minister of Local Governments 
Saidamen B. Pangarungan. •

MALACANANG recently released a 
certification from the Office of 
the Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Intelligence, Ministry of National 
Defense that "no top secret 
document or report by the NAFP 
Chief of Staff to President Cora- 
zon C. Aquino has been 
compromised." 

Brig. Gen. Antonio R. Sa- 
monte, Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Intelligence, added that "no report 
has been made by the NAFP In- 
telligence Services to any gov- 
ernment or military agencies that 
they have pinpointed the leaks of 
Top Secret military documents as 
coming from the Office of the 
Executive Secretary in Malaca- 
nang." 

He explained that "the sys- 
tem and procedures in the prepa- 
ration, transmission, handling, 
dissemination, filing, or storage 
and safeguarding of classified 
documents are properly covered by 
pertinent NAFP regulations, and 
that these system and procedures 
are strictly observed and adhered 
to." 


The certification was issued 
in the wake of an alleged leak to 
the National Democratic Front 
(NDF) of a military document 
sent to President Aquino by Gen. 
Fidel V. Ramos reportedly classi- 
fied as "Top Secret." 

In a related development, 
NICA Director-General Luis Vil- 
lareal disclosed that his office is 
conducting a thorough investiga- 
tion on the matter. 

He said that contrary to 
published allegations, the docu- 
ment is not classified as "Tod 
S ecret." * 

He added that he has 
traced the routine made of this 
document and found out that 
copies were sent to the Office of 
Vice President Salvador Laurel, 
Defense Minister Rafael Ileto, 
Executive Secretary Joker Arro- 
yo, and to his office." 

He further said that while 
others received their copies, the 
one intended for Secretary Arro- 
yo never reached his office be- 
cause it was "misaddressed." •

incurred in 1986. 

"The figure to my mind," 
the President stated, "remains 
high but the poverty we inherited 
and the extreme devastation from 
which we must recover prevent us 
from cutting in such areas as 
social services and infrastructure 
as deeply as we would like to." 

She assured the nation that 
the deficit would not lead to 
inflation nor crowd out the private 
sector in the domestic credit 
market. 

Minister Romulo said that 
this deficit will be financed by 
roughly P15.7 billion borrowings 
net of debt amortization and P4.1 
billion of cash balance drawdowns, 
ut the net borrowings P10.8 
billion or 68.8 percent will be 
from domestic sources and the 
balance of P4.9 billion from 
foreign creditors. 

During the last ten years 
government spending grew by an 
average of 18 percent annually 
from * P20.4 billion in 1976 to 
P107.5 billion in 1986. In relation 
to the GNP, the rate of 
expenditures rose from 15.2 


percent to 17.4 percent. This 
spending spree forced the 
incurrence of enormous budgetary

The 1987 appropriation, on 
the other hand, bears an increase 
of only 6.6 percent over that of 
the previous year's. Domestic 
borrowing is also pegged at no 
more than P10.8 billion during the 
current year or half of the P21.6 
billion taken out last year. 

Other major items 

The highlights of the 1987 
appropriation act include also the 
setting aside of P22.4 billion for 
the maintenance of existing 
infrastructure facilities and 
equipment. This item in the 
budget has been increased to 
prevent the further deterioration 
of infrastructures caused by 
inappropriate funding for their 

upkeep in the past. 

The sum of P17 billion is 
also set aside for the govern- 
ment's capital outlays program 
which gives priority to small 

construction and improvement 

projects, including the 


rehabilitation of vital social in 
frastructures that benefit small! 
communities. The program will 
concentrate on projects which are 
labor intensive and promise' 
quick pay-offs.

d) employment of additional 
personnel in priority sectors such!® 
as new agricultural extension*!!

To upgrade the salaries of 
government employees, the new 
budget allocates P2.7 billion. "If 
the tax revanuo target is attain- 
ed," President Aquino promised, 
teachers can expect a 20 
percent increase in basic pay this 
year. 

She likewise pledged to 
achieve parity in the compensa- 
tion of government workers. Ex- 
ample of this is the equalization 
of the salaries of agrarian reform 
extension workers and agricultu- 
ral extension workers, employees 
in government corporations and 
those in service agencies, the 
members of police organizations of 
cities and municipalities, and 
others. 

In her message, President 
Aquino said that to lighten the 
burden of the taxpayers, her gov- 
ernment would make the best use 
of the limited resources. "To this 
end," she added, "we will further 
improve the revenue collection 
efficiency and exercise greater 
circumspection in the choice of 
projects, without sacrificing the 
general aim of improving the 
welfare of our people through the 
reconstruction of our economy and 
the provision of social service." 

Revenue sources 

The primary revenues which 
will finance the government's 
budgetary program for the year 
are the cash collections from tax 
and non-tax sources. With their 
respective contribution to the pot, 
these sources are: 

a) international trade taxes, 
P23.3 billion or 24.55 percent; 

b) income taxes, P22.8 bil- 
lion or 24.03 percent; 

c) selective excises on 
goods, P18.2 billion or 19.18 per- 
cent; 

d) non-tax revenues, P15.6 
billion or 16.44 percent;

revenue yields, and rationalize the 
tax structure to induce efficient 
capital use by the private sector. 

To promote a more equitable 
distribution of the tax burden, 
several measures were instituted 
among which, are the jacking up 
of the annual level of personal 
Income tax exemptions to P26,- 
500 which is the poverty thresh- 
hold level; separate computation 
of Income taxes for husband and 
wife; reduction of registration 


fees for light and utility vehicles 
that are relatively old; and ex- 
emption from the travel tax of 
overseas contractual workers. 

The rationalization of the 
tax structure include the adop- 
tion of uniform tax rates on cor- 
porate income, interest, and pas- 
sive incomes; exemption of inter- 
corporate dividends from taxa- 
tion; and the setting of new 
ceilings on allowable personal and

corporate deductions, among 
others. 

One major innovation in the 
tax program is the shift to value- 
added taxation which will be im- 
plemented starting 1988. This tax 
is desirable from the efficiency 
point of view since a sector is to 
be taxed on the basis of its 
contribution to the economy. 

The non-tax collections are 
projected to provide some 16.44 
percent of the total revenue or 
about P15.6 billion, representing a 
growth of about 20.3 percent over 
the past year's. 

Proceeds from this Item are 
derived from the takeover of ill- 
gotten wealth by the Presidential 
Commission on Good Government 
(PCGG), PI billion; net proceeds 
from the sale of government 
corporations, PI billion; and sale 
of spare parts of the nuclear 
plant, P500 million. There are also 
the collections from agency fees, 
charges, and miscellaneous in- 
comes which are expected to 
come up to P5.7 billion. 

Almost half of the non-tax- 
es, however, would be brought in 
from proceeds of foreign grants, 
the largest of which is the 
$250-million Economic Support 
Fund -- actually rentals for the 
use by the United States armed 
forces of base facilities in the 
country. 

A significant number of 
grant pledges has also been 
received to support the govern- 
ment's economic and welfare 
projects. These are the 1) P406.1 
million from the United States 
Sugar Quota Offset Grant to 


supplement general budgetary re- 
sources for agriculture, educa- 
tion, social services, and health 
and to assist private volunteer 
organizations (e.g., CARE Negros 
Program); 2 ) P111.3 million from 
USAID to finance the Local 
Resources Management Project; 3) 
P95.8 million from the UNDP for 
Population Project III; and 4) P53.8 
million for the Primary Health 
Care Project. 

Surplus 

As in previous years, the 
government intends ' to generate a 
surplus of revenues over its cur- 
rant expenditures. 

The estimated amount of the 
surplus is P14.8 billion. This 
represents about 2.1 percent of 
the GNP for the year. This excess 
fund, however, will be used to fi- 
nance about 42.9 percent of the 
government's capital outlays in- 
clusive of net lending. (JJRN)

designated projects as defined in Section 1 hereof 
who have not signed appropriate sale/lease contracts. 
All such beneficiary-families shall enter into legal 
contracts with the National Housing Authority on or 
before January 5, 1987, the date of expiry of this 

moratorium. Any legal awardee who foils to enter 
into such a contract within the prescribed time 
period henceforth shall be considered as a squatter 
on the lot and shall be evicted therefrom. 


SECTION 5. The National Housing Authority' 
through the General Manager shall issue the 
implementing guidelines for this Executive Order.
